LONDON, Aug. 7.—Promptly at 11 
e’clock this morning the thirteenth or 
fifteenth—it -depends on the system of 
elassification one follows whether it is 
the ominous thirteenth or lugubrious 
fifteenth—Allied Conference on War 
Debts and Reparations was opened at 
10 Downing Street. 

There was:a bank holiday crowd of 
sightseers in Whitehall and in Downing 
Street itself and notwithstanding the 
reports of German designs upon the 
French -Premier’s life, which had been 
recirculated from Paris yesterday, the 
police apparently took no special pre- 
cautions. However, a good many Secret 
Bervice men hovered around and about. 

The Japanese Ambassador, Baron 
Hayashi, who attends the conference 
tore in -the role of a lawyer with a 
watching. brief than as an actual par- 
ticipant, was the first to arrive. Then 
came Italian Minister of Foreign Affairs 
Schanzer and Finance Minister Pava- 
tere, after them Premier Poincaré and 
his ‘Finance Minister, and last Belgian 
Premier Theunis and Foreign Minister 
Jasper. 

Mr. Lloyd George, assisted by Sir 
Robert Horhe, Austen Chamberlain and 
Sir L. Worthington-Evans, welcomed 
the foreign delegates, and the business 
of the morning began. In the confer- 
énce room, when all the Premiers, Min- 
‘{aters, experts and secretaries sat down, 
there were thirty-two persons. 

Thé newspapers had been notified that 
it was possible some information about 
the morning’s proceedings might be 
available before luncheon, but when the 
journalists foregathered in Downing 
Street they were informed that no com- 
muniqué would be issued until after the 
afternoon session. It was rumored that 
in the morning M. Poincaré had out- 
lined -certain proposals France was pre- 
pared tq make, but had asked that 
secrecy should be maintaiged as to their 
character until they had been thorough- 
ly discussed by the- conference. 


Wants “ Prodypctive Guarantees.”’ 


If Germany is to get the moratorium 
she hag asked for she must be pre- 
pered to give certain “ productive guar- 
antees.”” This is what Premier Poin- 
caré informed the Allied Council today 
was the position ef the French Gov- 
ernment. It had no desire; he asserted, 
to take strong measures on its own ac- 
count. and it wanted to work with its 
allies. -Consequentiy he was laying all 
his cards on the table and would ask 
| the allies to agree to certain guarantees 
that should be demanded from Ger- 
many. 

M. Poincaré proceeded to outline these, 
but ‘their nature has so far been kept 
| gecret.. It was, however, announced that 
they had been submitted to a committee 
ef allied Finance Ministers and their 
experts. This will meet tomorrow 
thorning, and as soon as it is ready to 
report to the Allied Council, will be 
called together again. 

This conclusion’ was reached after two 
sessions of the council, which cannot be 
accused of having been afraid of plain 
' gheaking. M. Poincaré began it by de- 
claring that two events of great impor- 
tance had occurred since M. Briand was 
in London last Winter—the German de- 
mand for a moratorium and the Balfour 
note—and the speeches which followed 
were just as outspoken as the latter 
historic document. , 

In fact nearly the entire time of the 
council was consumed by long state- 
ments by Poincaré, Lioyd George, 
Schanzer and Theunis in which each in 
turn set forth how greatly his own 
country had suffered in the war and 
how strong was its claim to have its 
own case considered. Hayashi, Japan’s 
representative, was the last speaker and 
struck a much needed note with the 
remark that after all the object of all 
the Allies was to get as much money 
as they could for reparations out of 
Germany. 

When_the conference opened at 11 
o'clock at 10 Downing Street, Premier 
Lioyd George, as Chairman, called upon 
Premier Poincaré to open the discussion 
by a statement of France’s position and 
views on the reparations problem. 

M. Poincaré began by pointing out that 
the terms of the Treaty of Versailles 
goemed to be observed less and less as 
time went on. He referred to the fail- 
ure of the prosecution of war criminals 
and of any attempt to try the ex-Kaiser 
and he declared that the reports with 
‘regard to disarmament were of @ thor- 
oughly unsatisfactory character. 

As. for —reparations, difficulties of 
many..kinds were being put in their 
way. The Reparations Commission had 
continually. reduced the assessment Ger-

CLERMONT FERRAND, France, 
Aug. 7 (Associated Press).—Flying 
for a period of 37 seconds in 
glider, Pilot Boussoutrot raised the 
hopes of the spectators at.

Boussoutrot said that he landed 
intentionally, as his flight was 
only a qualifying flight, requiring 
tha; he remain in the air but ten 
seconds. His machine was a bi- 
plane’ with fixed wings and flexible 
tips, and weighed’ 300 pounds. 
Boussoutrot took off from Mount 
Combegrasse after a short run of 
fifteen feet. He immediately gained 
an altitude and soared over the 
valley. After complying with the 
preliminary requirements he came 
down. 


IRISH SEIZE GABLES, 
CUT AMBRICAN LINES 


Communication With Great 
Britain, France, Germany and 
Northern Continent Is Stopped. 





BREAK MAY BE FOR WEEKS 


Big Landing Station Is Taken 
by Republican Army—South- 
ern Europe Not Involved. 


Cable communication between America 
and Great Britain, France, Germany, 
Ireland and Northern Europe over the 
lines of the Commercial Cable Company 
has been cut off as a result of the 
seizure of the company’s landing sta- 
tion in Waterville, Ireland, by the Irish 
Republican Army. The insurgents took 
possession of the station Sunday night, 
according to messages received here by 
Clarence H. Mackay, President of the 
Postal Telegraph Commercial Cable sys- 
tem, and they are said to have wrecked 
the plant. 

Mr. Mackay. issued this statement: 

“The Irish Republican forces took 
possession of the Commercial Cable Sta- 
tion at Waterville, County Kerry, Ire- 
land at 10 o’clock on Sunday night. 
They disabled the power house and the! 
electric batteries, and ordered, that no 
message should be transmitted or any 
use made of the cables, coupling this | 
with a warning that if their orders were 
disobeyed they would use force to make 
sure that they were carried out. 

‘Consequently it has not been 
possible to transmit any cablegrams, to 
or from this country to Ireland, Great 
Britain, France, Germany or Northern 
Europe. 

Line to Azores Not Affected. 


‘““The Commercial Cable line to the 
Azores, where it connects with foreign 
lines to Lisbon, is not involved in the 
suspension. Cablegrams to. Portugal, 
Spain, the Mediterranean ports, the 
Near East, Africa and Asia are being 
transmitted as usual.’’ 

Patrons of the cable company have 
been notified that virtually no messages | 
are being taken for transmission to 
Northern Europe and that those that are 
filed are accepted subject to heavy de- 
lays. Besides the service to Southern 
Europe, the West Indies and Africa, ser- 
vice to Hawaii, the Philippines, China, 
Japan and the Dutch East Indies, via 
the Commercial Cable Company, is nor- 
mal, according to a service statement 
issued by the Commercial Company. 

The Western Union’s trans-Atlantic 
service is not affected, because the prin- 
cipal station of the company is not in 
Ireland, but at Penzance, in Southern 
England. 

Officials of the Commercial Company 
said that they did not know the extent 
of the damage wrought at Waterville by 
the Insurgents. The cables, them- 
selves, apparently have not been inter- 
fered with. Further word was expected 
from the company's representatives in 
Ireland and England today. 

Waterville is the principal distributing 
point for cables of the Commercial sys- 
tem. It is on the southwest coast of 
Ireland, on Ballinskellings, Bay, ° and 
about seventy miles due west of Cork. 
Five American cables of the Commercial 


system land there. They are laid from 
St. John’s, N. F., and Canso, N. S. 
From Waterville the cables connect with 
Weston, England, and Havre, France.

Senator Denies Any Deal to Cut 
Duties and Pleads for Amer- 
ican Growers. 


READS LETTER TO CROWDER 


Harrison Fails In Two Efforts to 
Get Action on His Resolution 
for Investigation.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—Senator Har- 
rison’s efforts to get action on his reso- 
lution for an investigation of charges 
of a deal with Cuban sugar growers for 
a reduction of the sugar duty were 
blocked twice in the Senate today. 

Senator Smoot of Utah objected when 
Mr. Harrison made his first attempt, as 
he wanted to speak on the sugar ques- 
tion. Senator Nicholson of Colorado 
then moved to lay aside the sugar sched- 
ule pending an investigation of the ‘' se- 
rious charges’’ Senator Harrison had 
presented. This motion was ruled out 
of order. 


Senator Harrison’s second effort to call 
up his resolution failed Because of the 
objection raised by Senator Curtis of 
Kansas. 

Senator Smoot spoke: for two hours, 
defending his course on the sugar duty 
question and warning the Senate that 
the great sugar refineries of e coun- 
try ‘‘ will never be contented until they 
destroy the production of sugar in the 
United States."’ 

More recently, he asserted, another 
group had taken up the propaganda 
against the American producers. This 
group, he said, was composed of bank- 
ers, speculators and promoters. He did 
not name them. The only banker he 
named was Dwight M. Morrow of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., who, he said, had headed 
a committée that went to Cuba in 1920 
to study the-sugar situation, then at a 
crisis. This committee recommended 
that the Cuban surplus of more than 
1,200,000 tons be dumped on the market, 
regardless of the price it would bring. 
Had this been done, Senator Smoot de- 


| clared, it would have nearly wrecked the 


sugar growing industry in this country. 
The Senator read into The Record 
the much discussed letter he wrote to 
Major General Crowder, President 
Harding’s representative in Cuba, in 
which he told the General that the 
solution of the sugar problem was, in 
his opinion, the curtailment of the 
Cuban crop to 2,500,000 tons. If this 
was done, he added, it would be, in his 
opinion, the course of wisdom to fix the 
duty on Cuban sugar at 1.4 cents per 
pound. 


Smoot’s Letter to Crowder. 


Senator Smoot’s letter to General 
Crowder read as follows: 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 30, 1922. 
Major Gen. Enoch H. Crowder, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

Dear General Crowder—I hope you 
will lay before the President of Cuba 
my attitude toward the sugar industry 
both of Cuba and of the United States. 

Mr. Bapst of the American Sugar 
Refining Company is doing all he can 
to arrange matters so as to export at 
least 500,000 tons of sugar to Europe. 
I have agreed to do all in my power 
to secure the passage of a joint reso- 
lution authorizing Cuban sugar to 
come into the United States without a 
cent of duty, providing it is refined 
in bond and shipped to any country 
outside of the United States. This 
will do away with the financing of 
sugar in bond and assist the refiners 
greatly in securing a foreign market 
for Cuban sugars. ; 

I am sure that the limitation of the 
Cuban crop of sugar for the present 
year to 2,500,000 tons will be the solu- 
tion of the problem, not only for 
Cuba, but for the United States as 
well. So sure am I of this that I 
think that it would be wise to have 
incorporated into the pending tariff 
bill a rate of duty of 1% cents per 
pound, which would make the duty on 
Cuban. sugar 1.4 cents per pound. I 
am sure that Hon. Bugene Meyer, of 
the War Finance Corporation, is ready

SOFT COAL AGREEMENT NEAR 


Ratification of a Contraet 
on Four-State Basis 
Is Predicted Now.

Old Wage Scale Would Continue 
Until It Reported—Move 
for Anthracite Parley.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Aug. 7.—Settle- 
ment of the’nation-wide strike of bitu- 
minous coal miners within the week was 
predicted by both coal operators’ and 
mine workers’ officials tonight, follow- 
ing a preliminary joint conference. 

Without taking any definite action the 
conference adjourned until Wednesday, 
when it is expected that the operators 
of the central competitive field with few 
exceptions will be present to sign a new 
four-State agreement extending the 
former 1920 wage scale and working cen- 
ditions in the industry until April 1, 
1923. Operators from the outlying dis- 
tricts are expected also to participate 
in the parley and later sign agreements 
using the central competitive contract 
as a basis as in former years. 

One of the features of the proposed 
agreement which is understood to have 
been tentatively agreed upon between 
representatives of the miners and the op- 
erators at a secret conference Sunday is 
a provision for the creation of a com- 
mittee within. the industry which, with 
the sanction of President Harding, will 
investigate and set up machinery for 
future wage negotiation. This commit- 
tee would take steps to reorganize the 
industry and obviate strikes. 


Resumption Within Week? 


Unless something unforeseen develops, 
union leaders admitted that they ex- 
pected to see mining operations resumed 
in the union soft coal fields early next 
week: 

The unvgual interest of the Govern- 
ment authorities at Washington in the 
negotiations here is indicated by the 
fact that more than half a dozen agents 
and conciliators of the Department of 
Labor are here as observers. They 
were reported as constantly in touch by 
telephone with Secretary of Labor 
Davis throughout the day. There are 
also on hand a number of labor com; 
missioners from coal producing States 
to make official reports to their re- 
spective Governors. Middle West and 
Western public utilities and corpora- 
tions, which are facing a coal famine, 
also have sent representatives here to 
make reports on the possibility of an 
‘early ending of the strike, i 

The anthracite situation has not 
been taken up here and no effort will 
be made to settle the strike in the 
hard coal fields at this time, union of- 
ficlals said. They indicated, however, 
if a settlement is reached here that 
conferences would immediately be held 
with the anthracite coal operators with 
a view to an early agreement. 


Operators and Miners Meet. 


Operators representing about 30 per 
cent. of the bituminous tonnage of the 
central competitive field, which com- 
prises Ohio, Indiana, Ilinois and West- 
ern Pennsylvania, who already were 
here, together with mine owners from 
Northern West Virginia and outlying 
districts, met with the miners in joint 
conference this afternoon at the Hotel 
Holten and formally organized a joint 
body, making Michael Gallagher of the 
Pittsburgh Vein Operators’ Association 
Chairman. William Greene, Secretary 
of the United Mine Workers, was made 
Secretary, with W. L. Robison, Secre- 
tary of the Y. and O. Coal Company, 
Assistant Secretary. John M. Roan, a 
Columbus operator, was made Sergeant- 
at-Arms. 

Mr. Gallagher and Mr. Lewis made 
this joint announcement following the 
meeting, which lasted but a few min- 
utes: 

‘“‘It was agreed that the conference, 
after being organized, recess until 3 
o’clock Wednesday afternoon. This 
action was taken in the belief that other 
substantial interests would announce 
their participation in the conference at 


that time.’" 

Because of the various matters in- 
volved in ,the situation, Mr. Lewis said 
he would make no further comment 
except to add: 

‘“*“T am hopeful and optimistic and 
of the opinion that this week will see 
adjustment of the controversy in the 
bituminous coal industry. There is every 
indication that a settlement is near, 
but I cannot at this moment divulge 
the information that I have at hand. ”’ 

No attempt was made at the joint 
meeting to register the names of the 
operators present or to canvass the 
amount of tonnage they represented. 
Union leaders declined to make any 
estimate or give the names of the op- 
erators, associations or groups present. 
It was learned, however, that from 8v 
to 90 per cent. of the tonnage of Ohio 
was represented, as well as some ton- 
nage from the Pittsburgh district of 
Pennsylvania. There also were indi-

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 7.—See- 
retary Hoover tonight made the follow- 
ing statement in relation to reports 
that at a conference with New York 
bankers on Aug. 1, preceding his ad- 
dress to the railroad executives on Pres- 
dent Harding's first plan to settle the 
railroad strike, he had tried to persuade 
the bankers to exert pressure on the 
railroads, : 

‘“The statement as it appears in the 
press is entirely incorrect. The meeting 
took place between myself and a small 
group of bankers and others at the re- 
quest of some of their members, in which 
the general economic situation that was 
resulting from the coal and railway 
strikes was discussed by me, and I coun- 
selled that all responsible men should 
show moderation in these questions. 

“There was no suggestion that bank- 
ing pressure should be brought on any 
particular group, but that men of in- 
fluence should exert themselves toward 
securing compromise and early settle- 
ment.”’ 


Mr. Hoover and the Bankers. 


It was learned yesterday that Secre- 
tary of Commerce Hoover addressed a 
group of New York. bankers on the 
morning of Aug. 1, just before he went 
up to Grand Central Terminal to pre- 
sent the Administration viewpoint to the 
148 railroad representatives in session 
there.

Two Killed in Riot of Joliet Rail Strikers; 
Troops Rushed from Chicago Occupy Yards

CHICAGO, Aug. 7.—Long smoldering 
trouble over the strike of railway shop- 
men broke out in Joliet today, result- 
ing in several skirmishes and minor 
affrays, and finally in a pitched battle 


in which two men were killed and the 
Sheriff shot under the right eye and in 
one leg. 

Authorities there notified Acting Gov- 
erner Sterling that the situation was be- 
yond their control and troops were 
rushed from Chicago. Order was speed- 
ily restored after the troops had placed 
machine guns at strategic points and 
popnenees patrolling the trouble dis- 

ct. 

The riot started when a mob of strik- 
ers attempted to burn the home of Fred 
Nelson, a paint shop foreman, who re- 
mained at work when the strike was 
called. Sheriff James Newkirk, accom- 
panied by three deputies, drove to the 
scene in an automobile. They found 
about 500 strikers around the Nelson 
home, calling upon him to. come out, 

The Sheriff went to the door and told 
Nelson to come out. He léd. him to the 
crowd and asked if any one had any- 
thing to say to him. re was no re- 


sponse and the Sheriff then ordered the 
mob te disperse, Nelson’ called

to him to return to the house and he 
was just entering the door when some 
one in the crowd began firing. The 
first shot struck the Sheriff and 
knocked him into a ditch. Philip Reitz, 


thief special agent of the Elgin, Joliet

tim, being shot through the heart and 
killed. The three deputies returned the 
fire after the Sheriff fell.. Frank Lovero, 
a striker, was shot through the lungs 
and killed, It is said he was the leader 
of the: mob. 

In their official report the deputies 
say the mob gave no warning whatever 
and shot down Sheriff Newkirk and 
Special Agent Reitz in cold blood. Lo- 
vero fired the shot that killed Reitz and 
was immediately shot down in turn by 
Deputy Stockard, 

After ten minutes of general shooting 
the mob ran for shelter, Smaller 
groups continued to assemble around 
the railway yard after the battle, but 
they disappeared immediately when

Central Denies Heavy Advertising. 


The New York Centra? Raliroad also 
issued a statement denying a statement 
made public on Sunday by the Strikers’ 
Committee, saying that the railroads

mote their ‘“*publicity and advertising 
campaign,’’ and that the committee had 
*‘ concrete evidence that the New York 
Central Railroad has spent $51,000 in 
excessive operating costs in. the Mott 
Haven yards alone and that the weekly 
for strike-breaking purposes on _ this 
road is now $200,008. The denial of the 
New York Central says in part: 

‘“The New York Central Railroad has 
not expended as much as $200 weekly 
in additional advertising and publicity 
because of the strike instead of the 
$200,000 quoted by the strike leaders' 
publicity bureau. The railpoad’s only 
advertising expense chargedble to the 
| Strike has been the insertion in the 

newspapers at a dozen points of small 
‘Want Ads’ offering permanent em- 
ployment to competent shop workers, 
and a single display advertisement in- 

serted in the same newspapers giving a 
signed official statement setting forth 
in 270 words the reasons why this rail- 
road could not honorably set back 
loyal old employes and dischargé new 
workers taken on during the strike in 
order to restore their former seniority’ 
ratings to all strikers. 

‘“‘If the conditions on the other rail- 
roads in this district is similar to that 
of the New York Central, the $2,000,000 
expenditure reported by the strike com- 
mittee publicity bureau is an exaggera- 
tion of about 10,000 times the actual 
figures.”’ 

A statement from the offices of the 
New Haven Railroad discloses that 19.2 
per cent. of the expert mechanics hired 
since the strike began are former ser- 
vice men, and that 80 per cent. of the 
expert linemen employed to fill the 
places of the strikers also are. éx- 
service men. 

F. L. Bledinger, Vice President in 
charge of operations of the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad, announced that all the 
round-houses of the company were now 
operating on a 100 per cent. basis; that 
the movement of freight cars on the 
Lehigh last Saturday was the largest 
since the start of the strike; and that 
the movement of freight on the Lehigh 
lines for the first six days in August 
was only 1,200 cars less than the first 
six days of August, 1921, when the coal 
mines were operating at total capacity. 

An ‘acute car famine in September’ 
was predicted last night by John J. 
Dowd, Chairman of the Central Strike 
Committee,. who cited an analysis of the 
freight car situation on the raflroads 
made by the Labor Bureat, Inc., and 
then made the following comment: 

‘The figures prove with the complete- 
ness of a demonstration that this strike 
will be won before the middle of the 
month. There is just one thing now 
that will bring the executives to terms— 
a shortage of freight cars due to the 
strike. The figures show that the shorté 
age is coming even sooner than we ex- 
pected. It will begin to be felt before 
the end of this week and will become 
acute by the end of the week following.

To Establish a Committee. 


Besides extending the terms of the 
agreement to April 1 next, the tenta- 
tive peace, it was learned from authentic 
sources, provides for appointment of a 
committee or commission, composed of 
an equal number of operators and 
miners, to make a thorough investiga- 
tion of the industry and establishment of 
machinery for the negotiation of a new 
wage scale and agreement -to take the 
place of the present one. This commit- 
tee is expected to ‘‘ clean house ’’ within 
the industry and bring about its com- 
plete reorganization and prevent future 
strife. In order that It may have of- 
ficial importance it is proposed to ask 
President Harding to give it official 
sanction. 

When asked about the establishment 
of this committee, Mr. Lewis declined to 
comment, but it was learned from 
another equally reliable source that it 
contained no proposal for arbitration, 
but was provided in line with the pub- 
lic declarations of both the operators’ 
and miners’ officials for a ‘ fact-find- 
ing ’’ agency. 

Under the terms of the proposed 
agreement, it is. understood, provision 
is made for the calling of a joint in- 
terstate wage conference three months 
prior to the expiration of the extended 
contract, in order that there will be 
ample time for negotiations without a 
stoppage of work. 

hile the check-off system of collect- 
ing union dues has been held a technical 
violation of the Anti-Trust laws by Fed- 
eral Judge A. B. Anderson, minérs’ 
leaders indicated that the Administra- 
tion at Washington Was not opposed to 
it if its acceptance would halt the na- 
tion-wide strike. It is to be a part of 
the new agreement, and there can be no 
settlement without it, union leaders said.

“Tf the Pittsburgh coal producers hold 
out, we are ready to force the fight with 
them,"’. said Patrick Fagan, acting 
President of District 2, with headquar- 
ters at Pittsburgh. ‘‘ If we get a settlo- 
ment with the other operators, we can 
whip the Pittsburgh district into line 
within ten days. ‘They will have to 
meget the union terms. We have 45,000 
men now out. Troops have failed to get- 
them back to work. We could hold out 
indefinitely, but that wlll not be neces- 
sary, as a settlement now seems sure. 

“As for the Connellsville region, the 
men are holding firm and we are.going 
to negotiate a union contract for them.”’ 

More than 100 international officers |

Illinois Operators Adamant.

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 7 (Associated 
Press).—A plan for settlement of the coal 
strike has been: discussed by Ralph 
Crews, who has been prominently iden- 
tified with the operators, and W. A. 
Glasgow Jr., counsel for the miners’ 
union in important cases, according to 
A. M. Ogle, President of the National 


Coal Association. 

Mr. Ogle, in a statement. to the Asso- 
ciated Press, declared this plan was ap- 
parently the basis of reports from 
Cleveland to the effect that a strike set- 
tlement might be effected at the confer- 
ence called there by John L. Lewis, 
President of the miners, 

Mr. Ogle declared, however, that, so 
far as he knew no interests or districts 
other than those now represented: at 
Cleveland would attend the conference. 
Mr. Ogle added that the plan proposed 
by Mr. Crews and Mr Glasgow would 
‘*“no. doubt receive serious consideration 
from all the interested. parties.”’ 

Mr. Ogle issued the following state- 
ment: 

‘*Replying to numerous inquiries in 
regard to rumors that reports coming 
from the so-called four-State conference 
at Cleveland to the effect that the 
meeting had been postponed in order 
that the other districts and other inter- 


lests could be brought into the confer- 


ence, I will say that no effort is being 
made to persuade any State or district 
not present to attend such conferences 
or an adjournment thereof, and so far 
as I know no other interests or dis- 
tricts will attend such a conference.

Before deciding upon a definite plan 
the proposals will be submitted to the 
Public Service Commission and_ the 
Transit Commission. 

The strike of the railroad shopmen 
has not interfered with coal shipments 
on the Perinsylvania, according to a 
statement issued by that railroad last 
hight. The statement read: 


““Consumers may depend absolutely 


on the movement of coal on the Penn- | 


sylvania system. Every car of coal re- 
connecting lines or mined on this rail- 
road is being moved with the same reg- 
ularity as prevailed before the rail- 
road shopmen went on strike. No in- 
terruption whatsoever has been caused 


| by the railroad strike in the supply of 


empty coal cars or the movement of 
loaded cars. 


“On Aug. 4 the number of stored 


good order railroad-owned ‘cars on 
other than mine sidings totaled 7,575 
These are idle cars available for coal 
loading and are in addition to cars sup- 
plied to mines that are producing coal. 

“As a matter 6f fact, in addition to 
the- mines. now producing coal, there is 
now available an empty car supply for 
every mine of the Pennsylvania system 
than can produce coal, Good-order 
empty cars ‘are now available at the 
sidings of the mines that are not pro- 
ducing coal and will be moved when- 
ever the mines open and the cars are 
loaded. } 

“The Pennsylvania system is today 
supplying more than i per cent. of the 
number of cars called for by the rating 
of producing mines and moving the coal 
as rapidly as it is loaded. 

‘‘In this connection attention is called 
to the fact that before the railroad 
strike began the average weekly pro- 
duction of coal. had- been cut down from 
10,714,000 to 4,505,000 tons. For thir- 
teen weeks before the railroad strike 
began, therefore, the loss of coal was 
about 80,000,000 tons and for seventeen 
weeks since the coal strike began the 
country has been without 60 per cent. 
of its coal production, for which loss the 
railroads are in no way responsible. 

The American Ship Owners’ Associa- 
tion at its quarterly meeting yesterday 
afternoon at 11 Broadway considered 
the request of Secretary Hoover that 
American ships in foreign ports pro- 
cure coal supplies abroad for the round 
voyage. As no difficulties in heeding 
the request were reported, no action was 
deemed necessary for the present.

‘RAID’ ON CRAP GAME 
DRAWS FURIOUS MOB 


Youths Posing as Members of 
Police Reserve Chased Into 
Store by 500 Men. 


RESCUED, THEN ARRESTED 


Harlem Crowd Nearly Wrecks a 
Building to Get at Them After 
Shots Are Fired. 


John Lazard, 24 years old, who said 
he was a member of the aviation section 
of the police reserves, and Joseph Ap- 
ponte, 21 years old, both of 326 West 
Twenty-first Street, were arrested last 
night, after they had been pursued by 
a crowd of residents of Harlem's east 
side into a cigar store at 212 East 103d 
Street. The store proprietor, seeing the 
crowd coming, locked and barricaded 
the door, and the mob, which reached 
500 in number, wrecked the store front 
with stones in an effort to get at the 
fugitives. Order was’ restored and the 
arrests made. only after the arrival of 
reserves under Captain Loonan from the 


East 104th Street Station. 

An attempt of the two prisoners to 
collect from a group of youths shoot- 
ing craps on the street in front of 216 
East 103d Street was said to have 
started the trouble. According to the 
police, Lazard and Apponte approached 
the group, and, displaying police shields 
on their qpats, told the crap shooters 
that they were detectives and demanded 


; money. 


Lazard and Apponte, who are both 
Porto Ricans by birth, did not look like 
policemen to the gamblers, who set upon 
them. ‘ Lazard was said to have drawn 
a revolver and fired five shots into the 
air. When the weapon was emptied, 
Lazard and Apponte broke away from 
the crowd that had beaten them severely 
and sought refuge in the store. ‘The 
chase and the smashing of the store win- 
dows followed. 

After Policeman William Fagin had 
smashed into the store, Apponte was 
Baid to have resisted arrest and the 
policeman -hit him over the head with 
his club, necessitating bandaging. 

At the police station a blackjack was 
feund in Apponte’s possession, and both 
men had police reserve shields. Lazard 
claimed membership in the reserves, and 
Apponte’s shield is believed to have 
been borrowed. <A charge of carrying 
weapons without a permit was made 
against each.

TAKES RHODE ISLAND COAL. 


State Administrator Limits Deliv- 
eries of Bituminous Fuel. 
PROVIDENCE, R. I., Aug. 
Fuel Administrator George H. Webb 
today took over control of Rhode 
Island’s present: and future supplies of 
bituminous coal by barring establish- 
ments having more than six weeks’ fuel 
on hand from further deliveries. This 
action was announced at a conference 


this afternoon of the State’s coal deal- 
ers and was accepted by them. 

As only bituminous coal is available 
for household use, Administrator Webb 
has estimated that 35,000 tons weekl¢ 
of that fuel is the minimum that Rhode 
Island householders can comfortably get 
i Mr. Webb left last night 
for Washington with priority orders for 
this amount of soft coal. The bitu- 
minous coal supply here at present is 
declared to be entirely inadequate. 

Coal dealers at the conference with 
Mr. Webb frowned upon the suggastion 
of Federal Fuel Distributor Spencer that 
New England States obtain bituminous 
coal supplies from England at a price 
not to exceed $9 a ton delivered to the 
Atlantic seaboard.

| Senator Smoot’s Statement. 

Senator Smoot’s statement was as fql- 
lows: 

‘“‘T want the Senate and the country 
to know that the propaganda which has 
spread from one end of the country to 
the other is a continuation of the fight 
against the domestic sugar industry by. 
the sugar refiners. They are back of 
it all, and since: their evidence given be- 
fore the Hardwick Committtee of the 
House, in which they all declared them- 
selves unalterably opposed to domestic 
production, they have made up their 

2 that they will never be content- 


| 


ed until they destroy the production of 
sugar in the United States. Five of the 
great sugar refiners of the country con- 
trol companies in Cuba which produce 
the greater bulk of all the sugar pro- 
duced on that island. If they succeed 
in their fight. which they nearly did in 
January of this year, the American peo- 


ple will pay dearly for it. 

‘“‘So long as the refiners have it in 
thelr power, through. the production of 
sugar in Cuba by themselves, to lower 
the price of sugar whenever & domestic 
sugar comes upon the market, they are 
going to do so. By reason of the con- 
ditions following the war they thought 
that last year was the time for them 
to throttle the sugar industry of Amer- 
ica. They cut the price down to 1.67 
cents a pound, knowing full well that 
that meant absolute financial ruin to 
every sugar producer in the United 
States, following a year of unheard-of 
losses in that industry. 

“'Phey have always been enemies of 
the domestic industry. ‘Their position is 
easily understood. Every ton of beet 
sugar which is produced means one ton 
less for them to refine, and the competi- 
tion of beet sugars prevents their con- 
trol of prices and markets so long as 
that product is on the market. 

“Recently this propaganda of the re- 
finers has been taken up by another 
group of men who have been seeking 
ithe same end, but for different rea- 
sons. I speak of certain national bank- 
ers, promoters and speculators, who ex- 
tended unwarranted credit on Cuban 
sugar at war prices and who took ad- 
vantage of the sugar boom to expand 
Cuba’s production beyond all reasonable 
limits and to foist upon the American 
public tens of millions of dollars worth 
of sugar stock, on the glowing promise 
that war-time prices and profits would 
continue indefinitely. These companies 
are ‘ war babies,’ so called in the fullest 
sense of the term.

Denies Any World Shortage. 

‘‘ What happened in 1920 and the early 
part of 1921 constitutes one of the most 
fantastic episodes in the history of 
speculation in a food necessity.

Talk on Sugar. 


Other speeches on the sugar sthedule 
were made today by Senators Calder of 
New York, Gerry of Rhode Island, 
Townsend of Michigan and Ransdell of 
Louisiana. 

The amendment now before the Senate 
is that of Senator Broussard of Louisi- 
ana, which would fix the duty on sugar 
at $2.50 per 100 pounds. This, under the 
20 per cent. preferential enjoyed by 
Cuba, would make the rate on Cuban 
sugar $2 per 100 pounds. The Finance 
Committee has recommended a rate of 
$2 per 100 pases. which would be $1.60 
for the Cuban product. 

Senators Calder and Gerry urged that 
the committee rate be sustained.: Sena- 
tors Ransdell and Townsend were for 
the Broussard amendment. 

“From.the standpoint of needed rev-| 
enue,” said Senator Calder, “the tariff | 
rate of 1.6 cents on Cuban sugar will! 
produce a great sum. More than 3,000,- 
000 tons of Cuban sugar will be im- 
ported this year. At 1.6 cents per pound, 
or $32 per ton, this amounts to a tariff | 
revenue of $96,000,000. This additional} 
tax comes out of the pockets of the 
en consumer on a necessity of} 

e. 

“To increase this rate to 2 cents per 
pound will add approximately $25,000,- 
000 to $30,000,000 to the cost of living | 
of the American people directly, with-| 
out in any way assisting in producing | 
any additional sugar from the cane| 
fields of Louisiana or the beet fields of | 
the West. This also involves a still 
higher price on all sugar produced lo- 
cally, and simply means that millions of 
dollars will be handed over:'in excess 
profits to the beet sugar factories. <A 
tariff revenue of approximately $100,- 
000,000 on this necessity of life would 
seem to be sufficient, and to ga beyend 
that would simply mean extortion. 

““From the standpofnt of protection, 
the rate proposed by the House and 
concurred in by the Finance Committee, 
namely, 1.6 cents, is more than ample. 
In effect it is the highest rate ever 
placed on this commodity; it is 30 cents 
per hundred pounds higher than the 
Payne-Aldrich law and 60 cents per hun- 
dred pounds higher than the Underwood 
law. That is thoroughly demonstrated.” 

Senator Gerry said that with the con- 
gemption of 5,000,000 pounds annually in 
the United States, the increased cost to 
the American people over the present 
law, if the Broussard amendment were 
to prevail, increasing the tariff 1 cent,

‘Interest on this huge sum,’’ declared 
the French Premier, ‘‘ we must carry in 
our next budget. It will cause a deficit. 


Prange is in an extremely critical situa-

Then M. Poincaré went on to protest 
that the French Government was eager 
for the reconstruction of Kurope. It had 
no desire to be unfair to Germany, but it 
was surely justified in holding that the 
solution of its own difficulties might be 
considered an essential factor in the re- 
generation of Europe. 

The French Premier then took up some 
of the criticisms made on the French 
policy. People asked, he said, why did 
not France reduce her army. They for- 
got that she was not yet satisfied that 
she had real security. Why did she not 
impose more taxes? Her ten devastated 
departments could pay nothing and 
France had few great fortunes. She 
had a large number of moderate for- 
tunes, but they were not the same thing 
from the fiscal point of view. Her in- 
direct taxes were very heavy, and to 
make further efforts was at present so- 
cially and politically impossible. 

M. Poincaré then referred to the reck- 
less expenditure of the Germans in re- 
gard to navigable waterways and rail- 
roads and remarked especially on the 
inflation of her currency. He complained 
that the report of the Committee of 
Guarantees was still vague in character 
and suggested that it should have asked 
for control of the budget and exports. 

No mention had been made, he pointed 
out, of the establishment of control over 
the German fiduciary currency or of the 
position of the Reichsbank, and so he 
declared France had come to the con- 
clusion that no moratorium should be 
granted until Germany had given pro- 
ductive guarantees to the Allies. If 
France was alone in that opinion she 
might take strong measures on her own 
account but she wanted to work with 
her allies and that was why he placed 
ali his cards on the table. M. Poincaré 
enumerated specific measures which he 
gam the Allies to take into considera- 
tion, 


Lioyd George Answers Poincare. 
The Council then adjourned for lunch- 
eon after it had been in session for a 
little over two hours.

POINCARE’S COERCION 
DEPRESSES GERMANS 


Berlin Press Sees London Confer- 
ence Foredoomed to Failure 
by French Premier.

BERLIN, ‘Aug. 7.—The announcement 
of M. Poincaré’s penalties caused grave 
depression in all circles, especially in 
those of high finance and industry,

Germany had failed to meet her obliga- 
tions it was a serious matter for all the 
Allies and not for one or two alone. All 
had suffered very heavily, and the ques- 
tion could not be considered fairly if 
it was forgotten that all had made their 
sacrifices in the war. 

The Prime Minister gave figures of the 
casualties of Great Britain and Italy in 
the war and said that as regards actual 
expenditure by the Allied countries he 
preferred to take the figures of an im- 
partial authority. 

He then quoted a publication of the 
Bankers’ Trust Company of New York 
which estimated French expenditures at 
$37,500,000,000, Italian at $14,500,000,000 
and that of the British Empire at $49,- 
000,000,000, “so he held that British 
claims for reparation was ee as good 
as that of France even with her devas- 
| tated areas. Moreover Great Britain had 
lraised £3,000,000,000 sterling by taxation 
| during the war, the United States and 
Great Britain being the only two coun- 
tries to raise any considerable sums in 
taxation while the fighting was going on. 


British Trade Devastated. 


Then passing on to the question of 
dvastations, Mr. Lloyd George said no 
one desired to underestimate the awful 
French loss, but, after all, British trade 
had been devastated also. The numbers 


of unemployed might now be down to 
| 1,400,000, but Great Britain had to face 
| the Winter and it should be remembered 
| that while the population of the dev- 
| astated districts in France amounted to 
| 2,000,000, the population of Great Britain 
| affected by unemployment to from 4,-

!must conclude that failure of Germany 
|; to pay reparations does not concern one 
jor two of the Allies alone. In addition 
| to our unemployment, we have to bear 
}a heavier debt and heavier taxes than 
‘any country, and our burden is at least 
| equal to that of any of the Allies.”’ 
| ‘*Zjloyd George then answered M. 
| Poincaré’s attack upon the Treaty of 
i Versailles. As one of its authors he 
thought it had been more effective than 
the French Premier had made out. Thus 
with regard to the disarmament of Ger- 
| many a great deal had been accomp- 
lished which added very materially to 
the security of France. Statistics of the 
| material surrendered by the Germans 
enabled him as former Minister of 
Munitions to declare that it would be 
| gaits impossible for them to manufac- 
ture armaments that would enable them 
| to attack France successfully. ‘‘ She 
could not manufacture as much as she 
has surrendered in two years even if 
she had every factory working. As a 
military power she is prostrate.’’ 

Moreover, he pointed out, conscription 
has been abolished. She has no younger 
generation gree’ up with military 
training and her trained reserve an- 
nuall ws less. Her navy, too, is 
completely destroyed, ‘‘ and that is quite 
as important for France as it is for 
Great Britain,'’’ he added. 

Passing on to the question of repara- 
tions, Lloyd George pointed out that 


| every alleviation that had been granted 


to Germany had been made at the in- 
| stance of the Reparation Commission, 
‘although the Reparation Commission 
hac not been inted as an impartial 
body, but as the representatives of the 
Allies, As a matter of fact, Germany 
had already paid £500,000,000 or 10,- 
000,000,000 gold marks, although there 
had been since the armistice two revo- 


sy 
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rate of exchange will be very serious. 
The managers of four of the largest 
banks in Berlin called at the Chancel- 


lor’s office this morning and remained 
in conference with Dr. Wirth for nearly 
one hour, The object of the conference 
was kept secret, but {t was stated after- 
ward that Germany's attitude could not 
be changed by the consequences of the 
penalties, not because the Government 
lacks good-will, but like Luther on his 
trial for heresy, Chancellor Wirth could 
only throw up his hands and plead, 
‘* Here I stand. I cannot move from my 
viewpoint. God help us! Amen.” 
Despite the tragic lamentations of the 
newspapers of all shades, there is an 
undertone of relief inthe leading articles, 
which speaks for the fact that the worst 
was expected, and, indeed, some of the 
papers warn the German people that the 
worst is yet to come, M. Poincaré’s 
present measures being only pinpricks. 
The whole press is unanimous on two 


points: First, that M. Poincaré’s decree 
clearly proves that political and not eco- 
nomic factors are the mainsprings of 
his policy, and, second, that by sentenc- 
ing and punishing the debtor even before 
the day of payment arrives, and doing 
so on his own Teepe htity without the 
consent of the lies, M. Poincaré has 
practically foredoomed the London con- 
ference, which now, it is argued, can 
only develop into a farce after the man- 
ner of so many other conferences. 

Meanwhile most of the newspapers 
print telegrams from Strasbourg and 
Paris, according to which there is no 
sign yet of the threatened expulsion 
from Alsace of thousands of Germans, 
a fact upon which they comment with 
some satisfaction. On the other hand, 
news from the occupied districts about 
alarming movements of troops and 
changes in the French command cause 
apprehension. ; 

The’ so-called Auslanddeutsche, or 
Germans who until the war lived in for- 
eign countries, who are the first to suf- 
fer from M. Poincaré’s new penalties, 
find little sympathy with the German 
masses because most of them are Mon- 
archists, and, indeed, not inconsiderable 
sums paid to them by the German Gov- 
ernment in advance for property in for- 
eign countries lost during the war found 
their way into the treasuries of the re- 
actionary parties. 

For, this reason the howls of the re- 
actionary press about criminal  viola- 
tion by + Poincaré of the German 
sense of justice must not be wondered 
at, while, on the other hand, the wails 
of the Socialist organs sound rather 
hypocritical. /

CONDEMNS IRISH MILITARISM. 





O’Shannon, at Trades Congress, 
Urges Labor to Avoid Civil Strife.

DUBLIN, Aug. 7.—The Irish, Trades 
Congress met in Dublin today but did 
not get beyond the address of the Chair- 
man, Cathal O’Shannon, one of the new- 
ly elected Deputies of the Irish Par- 
liament. He dealt with the political and 
industrial events of the past year and 
uttered a strong denunciation of the 
growth of the spirit of militarism, 
which he said, is as rampant in Ire- 
land today as in Europe for the past 
six years. 

Men. have persuaded themselves, he 
declared, that because they fought for 
national freedom, or mow possess and 
can use guns, they are entitled to do 
as they please by the mere authority of 
a.gun and ride roughshod over the 
civil population and ignore and trample 
every civilian’s rights and interests. 
Labor, he said, wil ‘geo that and 

se it tooth and nail. 
74 quoted ‘examples of what he 
called militarism on the part of the 
Belfast specials, the National forces 
and the irregulars and said: 

“We are not opposed to the armed 
forces of armies in their proper places,”’ 
but we would rather see our movement 
gmashed to atoms than permit workers

The irregulars traveled by boat from 
Cork to Liverpool, and thence here, in- 
tending to isolate the city by destroying 
the bridges, roads, railways and other 
means of communication. The Free State 
forces captured 180 of the attackers and 
a large quantity of arms and other war 
material. 


The irregulars were operating in 
parties of from half a dozen to thirty 
‘at various points in both the northern 
and. southern suburbs. 

The materials captured by the Na- 
tionals included six automobiles which 
the irregulars had commandeered, and 
a number of land mines and grenades, 
together with rifles, revolvers, engineer- 
ing equipment and munitions. 

The National army troops.are success- 
fully pushing their campaign in South- 
western Ireland, both from -the Limerick 
sector and from the region of Tralee, 
where they landed last week in a turn- 
ing movement,.according to reports from 
the fighting front. 

The flanking parties from the coast 
are pushing inland, and the fall of Lis- 
towel Saturday was a result. The ir- 
regulars retreated thence in a south- 
easterly direction to Abbeyfeale, County 
Limerick. Before leaving Listowel they 
burned the barracks, the Workhouse 
and the Court House. 

In the Limerick area the fall of Kil- 
mallock, Adare and several other places 
held by the Irregulars seems to have 
put them to rout in both East and West 
Limerick. Adare was taken after a few 
shells had hit their headquarters in a 
local hotel. The Free State troops had 
one killed and three wounded. 

After further fighting on Sunday the 
Nationals, still advancing, took Rath- 
keale, Broadford, Askeaton and Ballif- 
garry. 

According to letters received here from 
Cork, the irregulars there, who are in 
complete possession of all the public 
services, including the inland revenue, 
have collected, it is estimated, £100,000. 
Demand notes for the income tax were 
sent out Aug. 1 In the name of ‘‘,the 
Republican Civil Administration Depart- 
ment.” They peremptorily demanded 
that the taxes be paid within three days. 

The letters say that following this de- 
mand the Cork Chamber of Commerce 
and the Cork Employers’ Federation met 
jointly. The logal adviser to the fed- 
eration strongly advised against pay- 
ment of the tax to any but accredited 
representatives. of the Provisional Gov- 
ernment. It was then resolved that if 
in consequence of refusal,to comply with 
the demand of the Republicans an 
firm or Individual was victimized all 
firms should express their sympathy by 
closing down and discharging all em- 
ployes. 

The stamps issued by the Provisional 
Government have been nearly exhausted.

TO SEND FACTS TO BANTON 


Promises Severe Actlon, Backed by 
Mayor, if It Is Found Officers 
Violated Law. 


The raid made by the police on the 
apartment of Morris H. Elvidge at 782 
West End Avenue last June which re- 
sulted in the arrest of Mrs. Elvidge on 
the charge of having received whisky 
purchased by her husband was de- 
nounced as an outrage yesterday by 
David Hirshfield, Comnrissioner of 
Accounts. Commissioner Hirshfield, 
who has been investigating the matte: 
by direction of Mayor Hylan, said‘ he 
would send a copy of the testimony 
taken by him to District Attorney 
Banton. He promised to recommend 
drastic action if it should be discovered 
that the police had violated the law 
in entering the apartment ‘without a 
warrant. 

Witnesses in previous hearings had 
testified that the raiding officers had 
forced Mrs. Elvidgé to accompany them 
to the station. Mrs. Elvidge herself 
said that they refused to leave the room 
while she dressed and that she had to 
put on her clothes behind a cloak held 
by her maid. 

Patrolman Arthur T. Hall, attached to 
the Fourth Inspection District, who was 
a witness yesterday, said that he hAéd 
received a printed slip from the clerk 
at Ingpection District Headquarters 
containing the information that liquor 
was betns «ellvered to Elvidge. He 
went there, he said, and saw a negro 
with four packages under his arms leave 
in an automobile standing in front of 
the house, 

Describing the arrest, Hall said that 
the negro had one foot across the 
threshold when he caught up with him, 
laced his hand on him and asked what 
re had in the packages. The negro, 
according to the policeman, admitted it 
was whisky, whereupon Hall placed him 
under arrest and entered the apartment. 
Mrs._Elvidge, who was summoned by 
a maid, entered the room while the 
policeman was sampling the liquor to 
determine whether it was whisky. 

Hall said he went into 
rooms, called up the West 100th Street 
Police Station and Inspector Bolan and 
Deputy Inspector Troy came, accom- 
panied by several plain clothes men and 
|uniformed patrolmen. Hall admitted to 
|Commissioner Hirshfield that he had no 
; Warrant, said he arrested Mrs. Elvidge 
}because she admitted. that she had 
j|knowingly received the whisky.

John Lever of 258 Fort Washington

| existence of these volcanos. Now, how- 
ever, local geologists suggest that the 
unusual behavior of Lake Balaton _may 
|}be due to volcanic action beneath it. 
Timid people therefore are asking 
whether this may not be the first of Dr. 
Noble's volcanoes to enter into action.

SCRAPPING FIVE WARSHIPS. 


Navy Yards Start Work on the Ones 
Named in the Arms Treaties. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—Five battle- 
ships designated by the Washington 
armament conference for the scrapheap 


are being stripped in navy yards at 
Mare Island, Cal., and Boston, and 
when finally dismantled will be ap- 
praised and the hulks offered for sale at 
public auction. 

The ships are the Virginia and the 
New Jersey, at Boston, and the Rhode 
Island, the Nebraska, and the Georgia 
at Mare Island. While they were spe- 
cifically designated in the naval treaty 
for junking, they are among the oldest 
fighting ships in the navy, and proba- 
bly would have been declared obsolete 
and scrapped independently of the con- 
ference action. It was for this reason, 
naval officials explained, rather than 
the treaty provisions, formal ratifica- 
tions of which have not been exchanged, 
that the naval Board of Inspection and 
Survey decided to begin work of dis- 
mantling them. 

Naval officials estimated that it would 
require about two months for the vessels 
to be stripped,’ appraised and the hulks 
offered for sale.

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BACK TO THE LABOR BOARD. 

President Harptnca has seized upon 
the two-thirds. he got in order to get 
the other third.

A TRAINED FOREIGN SERVICE. 

It is a record honorable to Secretary 
HuGHEs and President HARDING that is 
disclosed by the report of the Nationa) 
Civil Service Reform League’s special 
committee which has examined the 
record of appointments in the Diplo- 
matic and Consular Service made by 
this Administration. Five of nine 
Ambassadors have had previous diplo- 
matic experience; and, in addition, 
Mr. Epwi1n V. Morcan, made Ambas- 
gador to Brazil by Mr. Tarr in 1912, 
after some thirteen years of various 
and well-discharged diplomatic. em- 
ployment, was reappointed by Mr. 
Harpinc. Of thirty Ministers, six had 
been tn the service previously. Wight, 
appointed by preceding Administra- 
tions, were kept in office. Six of these 
eight had been promoted from Secre- 
tary to Minister by Mr. WIuLson. 

Two Agents and Consuls General, 
one Minister Resident and Consul Gen- 
eral, sixteen Ministers and four Am- 
bassadors had had no previous expe- 
rience. Doubtless many of these ap- 
pointments were made for political 
reasons; but each appointment must 
be. judged by its results. In the case 
of the holder of what is usually 
thought the most important post in 
the American Diplomatic Service, 
these must have been rather trying at 
times to the Department of State. On 
the other hand, such a man as Mr. 
HovuGutTon, our Ambassador to Ger- 
many, had been a student of foreign 
affairs, finance and trade, and a suc- 
cessful man of business. Such an 
Ambassador is to be regarded as highly 
trained. Some of Mr. WILsoN’s in- 
experienced diplomatic appointees dis- 
played an energy, ability, character 
and adaptability to new and difficult 
situations that won them permanent 
egteem. 

There should always be room for 
fresh blood and unusual ability. The 
British Foreign Service has taken les- 
son, perhaps, from the American ex- 


amples that have done so much to:re- | 


deém the slovenly old American dip- 
lomatic tradition at its worst. Ap- 
pointments like those of Lord Drrsy 
at Paris, Lord p’ALBERNON at Berlin, 
Brrce, Reavinc, Geppes at Washing- 
ton, may be said to be the exceptions 
that prove the rule. Mr. HuGHes 
grants ‘‘.the importance of appoint- 
“ing men from outside the service to 
“important diplomatic posts.’’ But 
this must be done warily and not too 
_ often. Even the most gifted outsider

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tions to the highest places should be 
made often enough to attract young 
men to the service as a life career. 

A main trouble is that the service 
“is greatly underpaid,” as Mr. HuGHESsS 
had said. The committee recommends 
increases in salary in all branches of 
the service; the purchase of Embas- 
sies and Consulates and the selection 
by the merit system of all Ministers 
and Ambassadors, not to prevent en- 
tirely outside appointments, but to 
better the service and provide a career 
for entrants. The Consular Service 
has been on a merit basis since 1906; 
so has the Secretarial part of the Dip- 
lomatic Service since,1915. In his re- 
markable speech before the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States last 
Spring Mr. Hucues dwelt on the fact 
that the Diplomatic and Consular Ser- 
vice both do political and commercial 
work. They should not be kept apart, 
but “ should be drawn together and 
treated as an interchangeable unit.’’ 

In the first fifteen months of Mr. 
HarRpDING’s Administration, not one ap. 
pointment was made to the Consular 
Service except through examination. 
That is a record which would have 
seemed impossible a few years ago. 
In a few years more Mr. BRYAN’S 
theory of ‘‘ deserving Democrats ’’ 
may seem as incredible as evolution 
seems to him. Our foreign trade and 
relations are more momentous than 
they ever were before. The United 
States already sees the necessity of 
putting them into competent hands.

SENIORITY RIGHTS... 


The Appeal of the Striking Shopmen 
to Impartial Public Judgment. 


To the Editor of ,The New York Times: . 

The striking railway shopmen appeal 
to the public against the refusal ‘‘ to 
restore unimpaired seniority rights to 
the strikers.’’ They ask for the judg- 
ment of impartial men and express a 
belief. that this*appeal will be in their 
favor. It is always good for man to 
see himself as others see him, and I 
therefore respond to the appeal. 

I know many men who are impartial 
in this matter and I am myself one of 
Without exception they consider 
the -shopmen’s strike against the de- 
cision of the Railroad Labor Board a 
wicked act and unworthy of good cit- 
izens. The strikers deceive themselves 
when they say that a striké is merely 
‘‘a suspension of work under unaccept- 
able conditions.”’ Every striker had an 
individual right to quit work and find 
employment somewhere else,. but that 
is a very. different thing from the actual 
strike. Its character has been recent- 
ly well stated by Justice Page of the 
New York Supreme Court in deliver- 
ing the decision of that court in favor 
of the contention of the union in the 
Garment Workers’ case, ‘‘experience 
has shown that such industrial strug- 
gles lead to lockouts, strikes and acts 
of violence.’’ 

The shopmen forget that they were 
employes of public service corporations 
and owed a duty to the public. In. or- 
der to prevent strikes, Congress passed 
a law creating an arbitral tribunal. 
This tribunal had heard all parties to 
the controversy and had rendered its 
decision. The purpose of this strike 
was to starve the public into compel- 
ling the railroad eompanies to do somc- 
thing which they had no lawful right 
to compel them to do. This was not 
@ lawful purpose; the action of the 
shopmen under it was therefore unlaw- 
ful. Now they want to come back into 
the employ of the: companies and to 
take away from the men who had been 
loyal to their duty to the public and 
continued to perform it rights to which 
under previous agreements between the 
union and the railroad companies, the 
loyal men were entitled. In short, the 
guilty men who have inflicted already 
so much loss upon the country want 
to escape punishment and inflict punish- 
ment upon the innocent men who have 
done their duty. So far from this be- 
ing a ‘“‘ wholesale injustice,”” as the 
strikers now claim, it seems to all the 
impartial men I know that to comply 
with the _ strikers’ present demand 
would be to inflict injustice upon the 
faithful and to reward the unfaithful.

GERMANY CAN'T PAY, 
CRAVATH DECLARES 


Says She Could Not Meet Ver- 
sailles Demands by the 
Most Loyal Efforts. 


RECOULY DEFENDS FRANCE 


Tells Willlams- Conference She 


Wants No German Collapse, but 
“Substantial indemnity.” 


Special to The New York Times, 

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass:, Aug. 7.— 
The rehabilitation of Burope was the 
subject of the principal round-table dis- 
cussion of the Institute of Politics to- 
day. Paul D. Cravath directed the dis- 
cussion and Oscar T. Crosby, former 
Assistant Secretary of the ‘Treasury, 
followed Mr. Cravath as speaker. 

-At Mr! Crosby’s conference on inter- 
allied debts this afternoon, after the 
members had been asked what the 
Untted States should do relative to can- 
celing allied debts, Mr. Cravath, who 
was present, summed up the situation 
by stating that he thought it was the 
sense of the table that a comprehensive 
program of world regeneration was 
needed. 

Mr. Cravath said this morning that 
“all the allied nations excepting France 
seem prepared to face a radical reduc- 
tion in reparation demands. France 
alone stands in the way. I want to em- 
phasize: that this is not a criticism of 
France, but simply a cardinal fact that 
must be faced. 

Later in his opening speech Mr. Cravath 
said that even if the German Govern- 
ment had loyally done its utmost to pay 
the result would not have been radi- 
cally different. 

‘““The task imposed on Germany,”’ 
added Mr. Cravath, ‘‘ was impossible of 
performance. The strongest Govern- 
ment with the best intentions cannot 
force the German people to sacrifice, 
work and save to carry out a repara- 
tion program that they know will land 
them in national ruin.’’ 

‘‘ All well informed economists,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ have foreseen that the policy 
pursued toward Germany at the Peace 
Conference at Paris and subsequently 
by the allied Governments in their deal- 
ings with Germany was as certain to 
land Germany in her present economic 
plight as night is certain to follow day. 
I do not doubt that Germany has often 
been evasive and has fallen short .of 
doing her best to make the largest 
reparation payments. The German 
Government has been particularly remiss | 
in not taking more effective measures | 
to prevent the flight of capital from 
Germany to hiding places in. other 
countries. But the task imposed upon 
an already impoverished Germany of 
making large reparation payments in 
gold on fixed dates, while her imports 
were bound largely to exceed her ex- 
ports, was so far beyond her capacity 
that even if the German Government 


had loyally done its utmost the result 
would not have been radically diferent. 


‘A false impression regarding Ger- 
many's ability to make reparation pay- 
ments has been created by her apparent 
prosperity. This prosperity is tempo- 
rary, unhealthy and fictitious. One rea- 
son for the large apparent profits now 
being realized in Germany is the fic- 
titious increase in the volume of profits 
and the rate of return on capital that 
automatically results from the fall in 
the mark. Measured by the _ gold 
standard, the profits of German indus- 
; try and commerce have steadily shrunk 
in volume. Profits in depreciated paper 
marks resulting from domestic commerce 
are of no service in providing’ gold bal- 
ances abroad with which to make repara- 
tion payments. 

“It is generally recognized in well 
informed circles in Europe that Ger- 
many is now on the verge of fiscal and 
economic collapse, if she is not already 
in the throes, and that unless radical 
measures are adopted by concerted 
action of the solvent nations Germany 
may soon go the way of Austria. The 
consequences of such a collapse, not 
only to Germany but to the rest of 
Europe, are bound to be calamitous. 

‘““TIt-is now generally recognized that 
the adoption of a rational reparations 
program for Germany was the necessary 
first step in any comprehensive scheme 
for the economic reconstruction of 
Europe. There cannot be a prosperous 
Europe Without a prosperous Germany. 
This is recognized even in France. All 
of the allied nations, excepting France, 
seem prepared to face a radical reduc- 
tion in reparation demands. France 
alone stands in the way. I want to 
emphasize that this is not a criticism of 
France, but simply a cardinal fact that 
must be faced.

‘of meeting or modifying France’s terms. | 
| if ufter Great Britain and the United | 

States have ordered sympathetic and} 
constructive co-operation, France should 
still insist on pursuing the policy of en- 
deavoring to encompass the economic 
destruction and political disintegration 
of Germany, regardless of the effect of 
that policy on the rest of Europe, she 
could not escape her share of suffering 
from the general disaster that the suc- 
cess of her policy would entail. 

Not Seeking the Sacrifice of France. 

“IT hope that it will be realized in 
France that the American advocates of 
a rational reparation program are not 
seeking the sacrifice of France in the in- 
terests of Germany. On the contrary, 
they believe that it is in the interests 
of France that reparation claims that 
are impossible of collection because of 
their magnitude should be abandoned in 
favor of claims that would be collected 
because of their moderation. 

** No well-informed person doubts that 
ino effective plan for the economic re- 
generation of Europe and the adoption 
lof a rational reparation can be worked 
‘out and put into operation without the 
| active co-operation of the United States. 

This is because of the dominant eco- 
nomic position in which we have been 
placed -by the war. Since the outbreak 
of the European War an aggregate bal- 
ance of trade in favor of the United 
States of over $20,000,000,000 has re- 
| sulted in the accumulation on our hands 
of colossal wealth, including almost haif 
of the world’s available supply of gold, 
and in our becoming the creditor of Eu- 
pe for more than. $16,000,000,000. 








“The Williamstown conference would 
make no better use of its time than by 
considering how the United States 
could most -effectively apply the great 
pewer of its position to an effort to 
bring about the adoption of a rational 
reparation program as the first step in 
the economic, reconstruction of Europe.

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PRESENTS CONCILIATION BILL 


Senator Spencer Proposes Federal 
Court for Settling Labor Disputes. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—A plan for 
the settlement of disputes between em- 
ployers and employes through a new 
Federal court of conciliation was pre- 
sented in a bill introduced today by 
Senator Spencer, Republican, of Mis- 
sourl. The court would consist of three 
Judges, appointed by the President with 
the approval of the Senate, and would 
have jurisdiction in disputes after ef- 
forts of employers and employes to ad- 
just differences had failed, either of its 
own motion or upon application of either 
side. Orders or decrees of the court 
would be subject to appeal to the Fed- 
eral courts of appeal, and finally to the 
Supreme Court. 

“The people of the United States un- 
der existing laws,’ said Senator Spen- 
cer, ‘‘are able judicially to determine 
every dispute affecting life, liberty and 
property as between States and indi- 


viduals, but they are absolutely power- 
less to settle labor disputes that may 
and often do directly affect the health 
and lives of the people and the indus- 
trial life of the nation. 

‘“ This impotency is intolerable. When 
{ndustrial disputes reach a point where 
every voluntary effort to settle the dif- 
ficulty has provee unavailing and the 
extent and character of the controversy 
{s such as to endanger the general wel- 
fare of the country there should be and 
there must be some impartial. Govern- 
ment agency promptly and finally to 
determine such disputes.”’ 

The bill was referred to the Judiciary 
Committee.

DE SOTO, Mo., Aug. 7 (Associated 
Press)—-Blame for the Missouri Pacific 
wreck at Sulphur Springs, Saturday 
night, which caused death to thirty-five 
persons and injury te more than one 
hundred, was fixed on Hngineer Matthew 
(‘‘ Giner ’’) Glenn, of fast passenger No, 
4, by a Coroner’s jury ,which investi- 
gated the disaster late tollay. The jury 
at first returned an open verdict, but 
later reversed its decision, stating that 
Glenn, who was killed when he leaped 
from his car, had failed to observe sig- 
nals warning him that the track ahead 
was not clear. 

In arriving at the verdict the jury 
heard testimony of members of the crews 
of both tratns, which in effect was that 
neither train received orders pertaining 
te the other. Members of the crew on 
No. 4 testified no orders had been re- 
ceived that No. 32 was on the track and 
members of No. 2 deciared no orders hail 
been received that No. 4 was behind 
them. 

After ‘the first verdict was returned, 
Coroner George W. Llders of Jefferson 
County objected, and the Jurymen there- 
upon reversed themselves and returned 
the following verdict: 

“The persons killed in the wreck 
came to their death through the neg- 
ligence of Engineer Matthew Glenn in 
failure to obey signals.’’ 
., Engineer Glenn had received orders 

on_the run”’ to pull over on a siding 
at Cliff Cave, fifteen miles south of 
St. Louis to allow the Sunshine Special 
No. 1 to pass and it is believed he was 
reading these orders when he passed the 
block signal, warning him of an unclear 
track. No orders had been received con- 
cerning No. 82. The signals were the 
only means of showing the track was 
not clear at. Sulphur’Springs. 

The death toll was brought to thirty- 
five this afternoon with the death of 
Pearl Goff of Cadet, Mo., a sister of 
Buelah Goff, who was killed in the 


wreck, and a niece of William Goff, who 
was injured. 


CREW ABANDONS TUG AT SEA 


ithaca, Waterlogged in Gale, Sinks 
Six Miles Off Longport.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Aug. 
After a hopeless battle all Saturday 
night and until noon Sunday to save 
their craft, Captain John Jones of New 
York and his crew of five men were 
finally forced to abandon the tug Ithaca, 
belonging to Peter Hagan, Camden tow- 
ing master, six miles off Longport at 
1:30 yesterday afternoon. She sank 
shortly after the men pulled away. 

The Ithaca, an old craft, had been 
condemned and ordered to the dry dock, 
from which she came Friday after being 
patched up. The tug was on her way 
to Philadelphia to go into service in 
building the New Delaware bridge as 
tender to scows. 

Saturday evening she ran into a gale 
which opened her seams, mainly because 
of the swaying of an unusually tall 
stack she carried. Part of the deck was 
consumed to keep up steam in her 
boilers. The water steadily gained in 
the hold until she became waterlogged 
and practically unmanagoabie. 

The crew headed for Atlantic City, 
hoping to make port before the available 
woodwork became exhausted. Distress 
signals were flown with success. 

The exhausted crew rowed six miles 
to Longport and sought shelter in the 
Federal coast guard station. Captain 
Jones and his men left for Philadelphia 
today,

- UNDER NEW TITLES 


Federal Trade Commission Files 
Complaint Against the Fox 
Corporation. 


SAYS PUBLIC IS DECEIVED 


Commission Also Objects to Produc- 
tlons Bearing Noted Titles but 
Portraying Something Different. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (Associated 
Press).—Through a complaint issued to- 
Gey against the Fox Film Corporation 
of New York City, the Federal Trade 
Commission inaugurated a campaign 
which, members said, was designed to 
prevent motion picture exhibitors and 
the public being imposed upon by firm 
brokers and producers through market- 
ing of old films under new titles, or of 
films: bearing titles of noted books or 
plays when the subject matter has little 
or no connection with the name. 

The commission's policy was de- 
termined upon following the visit of all 
fits members in a body to two local 
theatres exhibiting films bearing the 
game title and ostensibly purporting to 
portray the characters and atmosphere 
of a world-famous novel. 
found to accurately interpret the char- 
actero of the novel, it was said, while 
the other bore no resemblance whatso- 
ever to the book, and, in the opinion 
of the commission; the title was em- 
ployed solely in a deceptive sense. 

In such instances, the commission 
holds, the theatre owner is 
upon, age the public, which is attracted 
by the title and expects to witness a 
show identically similar to the play or 
novel bazring the same title, is imposed 
UDO, ' ; 

Such practice, it was said by the com- 

mission, does an irréparable ikjury to 
the playhouses and injures the industry 
in the eyes of the public. 

The commission's complaint against 
the Fox Film Corporation avers that the 
georporation selected several plays which 
had previously been produced by it and 
exhibited throughout the United States 
and gave them new names, such names 
being different from those under which 
the plays already had heen exhibited. 
This was done, the complainant stated, 
notwithstanding the fact that the leases 
under which such photo plays were fur- 

ished to exhibitors called for new 

eases. 

The practice, it was averred by the 
commission, tended to mislead exhibitors 
and, through them, the public into the 
belief that such *‘ reissues ’’ were first- 
run pictures.

Army of Buyers Here From All 
‘Sections to View ‘Exhibits 
of Manufacturers. 


HARDING SENDS MESSAGE 


Registrations Indicate First Big 
Merchandise Show Will 
Be Success. 


WOMAN SIGNS FIRST SALE 


Bry Goods Men Hear Straus Assall 
Senator McCumber—Fashion 
Show Night Feature. 


The National Merchandise Fair opened 
yesterday in the Grand Central Palace 
and the Seventy-first Regiment Armory 
with an attendance that caused the 
managers to predict that the experi- 
ment would be sure of success. Through- 
out the day there was much activity in 
both marts, with buyers inspecting sam- 
ples offered by the 800 manufacturers 
who have exhibits for the first week 
of the fair, and the placing of many 
large orders with representatives at the 
booths. 

It was estimated shortly before the 
fair in the Grand Central Palace closed 
at 6 o’clock last night that between 
8,000 and 8,500 persons had visited the 
building during the day, which, an offi- 
cial observed, was a large number even 
for a fair open to the public instead of 
one restricted to buyers and exhibitors, 
as this is. At the bureau where the 
e@rriving buyers registered, it was pointed 
out that this estimate of the attendance 
included both buyers and representatives 
of the manufacturers who have exhibits 
in the palace. 

It also was pointed out that not all the 
buyers who visited the palace registered 
at the bureau, because hundreds mailed 
in their applications for tickets and 
were not required to register again. 
More than 1,100 did register at the 
palace during the day, however, and 
about 1,000 at the Seventy-first Regi- 
ment Armory. This was considered re- 


markable for the first day of the first 
adaptation of the European fair idea to 
American business. 


4,000 at the Armory. 


The narrow aisles between the booths 
at the Seventy-first Regiment Armory 
were thronged all day, sometimes being 
almost impassable at spots, and an un- 
official estimate was that between 3,000 


and 4,000 persons visited the armory 
during the day, so that the grand total 
ef attendance for the day was about 
12,000, to say nothing of the Fashion 
Show in the Seventy-first Regiment Ar- 
mory last night, whichgy as witnessed by 
an additional 4,000 persons. 

Several messages from prominent men 
redicted Success for the fair. One of 
hese was from President eo ogee who 
wrote to Lew Hahn managing director 
of the National Retail Dry Goods Asso- 
ciation, that he had hoped to be able to 
attend. The letter said: 

‘*T am writing to express to yourself 
and the great association of business in- 
terests which have made this exposition 
my admiration for the courage and en- 


terprise which have moved them in the} 


undertaking. It is good to note the per- 
gistent confidence which inspires the 
American business community at all 
times and which contributes so much to 
making our country always progressive 
and optimistic. 

‘** But these things are so familiar to 
Americans and have so often moved 
them to great achievements that it is a 
little trite to speak of them. In another 
and very different aspect the fair has 
appeal to me. I have thought of it as 
bringing into our American. commercial 
and industrial life a suggestion of that 
moving, colorful, cosmopolitan character 

hich makes the great merchandising 
airs of the Old World emporiums so at- 
tractive and so useful as stimulants of 
trade, to better acquaintance and ex- 

ange of intelligence and understand- 


“TI feel that your organization is cre- 
ating something which for our country 
marks a new departure. Its possibilities 
are well-nigh boundless; and because of 
gome little vision of them which has 
come to me I want especially to congrat- 
ulate you on what you have done, and 
to express my hope for the realization 
of your utmost anticipations in its splen- 
did outcome.” 


Early Orders Are Placed. 


A few orders for merchandise were 
placed in both the Grand Central Palace 
and the armory during the day, with 
special interest displayed in the silks, 
lingerie and hosiery in the Palace ex- 


hibit, and dresses in the armory. None 
of the officials in charge of the fair 
was willing to hazard a guess on the 
total number of orders placed during 
the day by buyers from department 
stores and specialty shops, or any prob- 
gable total for the three weeks of the 
fair. They point out, however, that the 
annual business of the 50,000 or more 
buyers who will attend the fair runs 
into the millions. 

The first sale at the Grand Central 
Palace was reported by Claflin’s, Inc., 

bout half an hour after the fair opened. 

t was an order for blankets from a 
Western store. Details of the sale were 
not given. 

In the Seventy-first Regiment Armory 
the first sale was made a few minutes 
after the opening by Miss Nan Manion, 
the sales representative in the booth of 
the G. L. B, Manufacturing Company 
of 242 Fifth Avenue. An order for 
dresses was placed with her by a buyer 
from a shop in Seattle, Wash. Four 
other orders were written by her during 
the day. Many other orders were writ- 
ten in other booths in the armory, with 
@ great deal of interest in dresses and

Friendly Rush at Opening. 


About 150 buyers and manufacturers’ 
representatives had gathered for this 
‘formal opening, and there was a race 
to be first in the Palace. This was won 
by James H. Dozier, buyer-for the 


lker Dry Goods Company of Charles- 
Zon W. Va. He also was the first 
an to reach the registration bureau to 
ave a season ticket made out in ‘his 
name. He was closely followed by 
others, so that by afternoon more than 
one thousand buyers had registered and 
started their inspection of the exhibits. 
Most of the booths in the Palace 
were ready for business when the doors 
opened, with four floors of the vast 
structure filled with colorful exhibits 
and with backgrounds of paintings, 
streamers and decorations of all kinds. 
A few more booths are to be installed 
jthere later in the week, so that the 
tual number in the Palace will be 
out 675 for the period of the fair. 
In the Seventy-first Regiment Armory 
e building of the stage and prome- 
nade for the Fashion Show had taken 
onager than expected, so that not all 
the booths were ready for the opening, 
rapid progress in the finishing proc- 
was made during the day.

Speaking at the midsummer meeting 
of the National Retail Dry Goods As- 
sociation in Clover Gardens, President 
Straus told of the aims of the Mer- 
chandise Fair, and then turned to a 
discussion of the remarks made in de- 
bates in the Senate on the tariff. 

“‘It has been said that we, the re- 
tail distributers of the country, are 
fighting against higher tariff rates be- 
cause they would prevent the impor- 
tation on our part of merchandise that 
supposedly would show us larger prof- 
its,’’ said Mr. Straus. ‘‘ Senator Mc- 
Cumber has from time to time referred 
specifically to the department stores, 
and he has accused them of controlling, 
through their advertising, the press of 
the country. 

“Insofar as the department stores 
are concerned, their net profit at the 
end of each year is a small percentage 
of their total sales or turnover, and 
the higher the prices of merchandise, 
other things being equal, the greater 
the number of dollars resulting to them 
in net profits, because the small per- 
centage remains fairly constant. 

‘‘ Furthermore the absurdity of these 
charges is proved by the fact that a 
very small percentage of the »merchan- 
dise we sell, certainly less than 5 per 
cent., is of foreign origin. - 

‘““IT believe it may be said without 
fear of contradiction that the press of 
the United States is less c@gntrolled, 
more honest and honorable, an the 
press of any other country in the world. 
It is for this reason that it has gained 
the influence that the Senator appar- 
ently fears. Furthermore it is very 
illuminating to find so many Republi- 
can newspapers in opposition to the 
high rates proposed. I might go fur- 
ther and state from my own experience 
and conversation with many of my 
colleagues in the craft that the news- 
Papers are more than careful to avoid 
any inference that their business offices 
influence their editorial and news 
offices, and it is for us extremely diffi- 
cult to get occasional publicity for items 
which to us, as merchants, seem to 
have real news value,”’ 


Suggest Trade Tribunal. 


Turning from that topic to ‘the fair, 
Mr. Straus said that he hoped th nnoqy 
vation would create better relati be- 
tween manufacturers and distributers, 
and he suggested that another step 


might be taken by the creation of a 
tribunal, comprising both manufacturers 
and distributers, for the settlement of 
any disputes that migth arise in the 
transaction of business. 

Senator Calder’s speech, read by 

James G. Moore, Assistant District At- 
torney in Kings County, who explained 
that the Senator had been called to 
Washington, said that the nation has 
passed the day when Congress can func- 
tion without the co-operation and con- 
fidence of business, and referred to the 
important part business played in the 
Government. It called attention to the 
present transitory period in the nation’s 
economic history, and said: 

‘ The next two years are going to 

mark a.milestone in our history. We 
are faced with two alternatives, prog- 
ress by safe and sane legislation, or re- 
action by ill-considered hasty radical- 
ism. With the confidence and co-opera- 
tion of the business interests of the 
United States we shall and I am con- 
vinced we will make great strides 
, in the readjustment of this country and 
| the reconstruction of Europe because the 
| great mass-of people in this country 
have confidence in you manufacturers 
|and merchants.” 

Speaking for other business interests 
of the city, Lewis E. Pierson, Presi- 
dent of the Merchants’ Association, 
welcomed the manufacturers and de- 
partment store buyers. He pointed out 
it was ‘‘ not the aim to interfere in any 
way with the established factors in our 
present national scheme of advertising,’’ 
and added: 

“It is confidently believed that it will 
be a convenience and economy for mer- 
chants and buyers from every section of 
the United States to obtain in your fair 
a comparative viewpoint of thousands 
of lines of merchandise with an outlay 
of time and money which will be with- 
in the means of even the smallest re- 
tailer.’’ 

The fair in both the Palace and the 








armory will open to buyers at 9:30 
o'clock this morning. The Dry Goods 
Association will hold another meeting 
in Clover Gardens, on the sixth floor 
of the Palace, at 11 o’clock. The speak- 
ers will be E. J. Henning, Assistant 
Secretary of Labor; Donald K. David, 
Assistant Dean of the Harvard Grad- 
uate School of Business Administration, 
and Lew K. Hahn, managing director 
of the Dry Goods Association.

More than 4,000 persons filled all the 
available seats and standing room in

Merchandise Fair. Persons who have 
| cane Fashion Shows here for several 
years, as well as abroad, asserted that 
the spectacle in every way was the 
finest and most pretentious of its kind 
ever offered in this city, and worthy 
of comparison in every way with the 
| best of the Paris and other European 
exhibitions. 


About 125 picked mannikins from the | 
manufacturers’ and wholesale cloak and | 


suit houses in this city exhibited all 
sorts of gowns, cloaks, suits and dresses 





for about 1,000 buyers who were the 
guests of the manufacturers and of the 
Association at a dinner held in the 
armory preceding the Fashion Show. It 
was estimated that the gowns and 
cloaks exhibited were worth more than 
$300,000, and a heavy guard was placed 
over them last night in the armory, 
where they are to be held for the daily 
Fashion Show feature of the fair. 

Alexander’ Leftwich, theatrical pro- 
ducer associated with Daniel Frohman, 
managed the show, and he made it a 
fascinating picture with myriads of 
colored lights, real trees and greenery, 
and more than a mile of fine silks. 
Silks fluttered in profusion everywhere, 
and human spools unwound long trains 
sos olden cloth to emerge as manni- 
<ins. 

One of the first scenes was an alle- 
gory showing the evolution of the gown, 
with mannikins representing the needle, 
thread, scissors and the hand of the 
master designer. 

Then came scene upon scene in this 
drama of the fashions, all accompanied 
by music. Suits for the street, after- 
noon tea gowns, cloaks, dresses, opera 
cloaks and, wedding gowns followed with 
glittering profusion. Stepping down a 
short flight from the big stage, where 
the allegories had been put on, the 
mannikins promenaded down a large 
runway which extends more than half- 
way the length of the big armory. On 
both sides of the promenade were tables 
filled with diners. 

One of the scenes which caught the 
fancy of the crowd in the armory was 
the wedding. As the orchestra played 
the old familiar tune so often parodied 
in jest, the bride started down the prom- 
enade. She was preceded by a diminu- 
tive miss in a dark blue gown, with a 
long skirt, and it was this little manni- 
kin, apparently about 7 or 8 years old, 
who won the greatest applause of the 
eveniyy. The others in the bridal party 
were two bridesmaids in dresses of 
mauve. 

No effect of the longer skirts of the 
recent Paris styles was noticeable in 
any part of the show, except in the 
evening frocks, which are a little longer 
this season. All other skirts are from 
eight to nine inches from ‘the ground, 
and a little fuller.

A new era in communication between 
Europe and America began yesterday, 
according to radio engineers, when the 
big wireless station of the Centre 
Radioelectrique de Paris at Sainte 
Assise, France, opened officially. This 
plant, said to be the most powerful 
radio in Europe, puts New York and 
Paris in direct touch with each other 


for -the first time in the history of the | 


world. 
Pressing a key at the French com- 


pany’s central control station at 7 


Boulevard Haussmann, Paris, an oper- | 


ator flung a dot and dash message 3,000 
miles and more through the air to 64 
Broad Street, the central control of the 
Radio Corporation of America, as easily 
and quickly as one might telephone from 
Manhattan to Brooklyn. And the an- 
@wer was shot back almost instan- 
taneously. 

As described by radio experts here, the 
@ervice means a tremendous impetus to 
commerce by wireless across the At- 
lantic Ocean. With the inauguration. of 
the new company, the French Govern- 
ment has ceased to control the radio in 
¥rance and private initiative is to take 
the place of Governmental administra- 
tion. 

France, it is said, has been too much 
occupied with, to her, more important 
matters than improving her radio fa- 
cilities. The French people, already 
gorely burdened by taxes due to the 
war, could not be induced to spend 
the millions necessary to keep up the 
research that had to go hand-in-hand 
with the development of wireless. 

The French Government realizing 
these handicaps began nearly two years 
ago aiding in the organization of a com- 
pany that would take over wireless, and 
on Jan. 9, 1921, M. Deschamps, Minister 
of -Posts, Telegraphs and Telephones, 
laid the first stone of the great plant 
that was to be at Sainte Assise. 

A description of its plant as drawn up 
by the Centre Radioelectrique Company 
states that its transoceanic service is to 
be carried on by a station capable of 
radiating an antenna current varying 
from 250 to 1,000 kilowatts, according 
to the range or the difficulties which 
the communication in question presents. 
There is also a multiple receiving cen- 

" tral permitting duplex traffic and a 
central office supervising the various 
etations and for the convenience of the 
public. 


This proposition of a central office is 


particularly interesting to American 
radio experts for it is an idea developed 
exclusively in this country and which 
the European nations have been slow 
in adopting. It is the fact that this 
new company has adopted it, that 
| makes it possible for New York and 
' Paris to be in direct communication 
! with each other. 

Hitherto, the French radio stations, 
transmitting and receiving, have been 
placed miles apart. There was no con- 
nection of any sort between them, noth- 
ing like a central office. Messages that 
were to be-sent from Paris to New York, 
or vice versa, had to be relayed some- 


times by motorcycle, with the resulting 


delays and mistakes. 
i Emile Girardeau, managing director of 
| the Centre Radioelectrique, was the 
} French expert on communications at 
| the disarmament conference in Wash- 
| fngton. While here he visited a num- 
| ber af- American wireless station, 
| cluding’ the one at Riverhead, and what 
| he saw he has put into operation in the 
mew company. , 
| The transmitting station of the French 
| plant is situated on the plains of Sainte 
Assise, forty kilometers southeast of 
Paris. The apparatus consists of two 
high frequency alternators of 500 kilo- 
watts in the antenna, each driven by 
two direct current motors of 450 kilo- 
watts. These groups can function to- 
gether or separately, either affecting 
a single transmission with a power 
varying from 250 to 1,000 kilowatts in 
the antenna or affecting two simulta- 


neous transmissions with power permit- 
ting each between 250 and 500 kilo- 
watts in ‘the antenna. 

The receiving station has been erected 

) at, Villacresnes, halfway between Paris 
end Sainte Assise. It consists of six 
receiving units supplied with the most 
up-to-date apparatus. Normally the 
messages are received directly at the 
Central Bureau, Paris, by means of 
special high-speed machinery. 

The Central Bureau, the hub of con- 
tro! and co-ordination of the network 
cf this vast organization, is located in 
Haussmann Street in the center of Paris. 
It is connected by direct wires with 
the general telegraphic administration 
of the GoVernment and also with Sainte 
Assise and Villacresnes. 

The official opening of the station 
eget yaad was the occasion of a num- 

r of radiograms dispatched between 
France and America. Chief among 
these were messages of congratulations 
and good-will exchanged between Presi- 
dent Millerand and President Harding. 
The engineers of the Centre Radioelec- 
trique through their chief, M. Brenot, 
wifelessed - the engineers of the ‘Radio 
Corporation of America as follows: 

“In the name of thé engineer of the 
French companies, I address a very 
amicable greeting to the engineers of 
the great American company. Our com- 
mon efforts have permitted the realiza- 
tion of the best transatlantic communi- 
cation. We are happy and prend of 
this new collaboration with our friends 
of the United States and we are con- 
vinced that the greatest results will 
be -obtained.’’ 

The American engineers replied: 
“The engineers of the Radio Corpora- 
tion thank you and your associates for 
the greetings over the latest trans- 
atiantic circuit. We have watched with

ACCUSED SIX TIMES

Officer Who Was Shot After 
Wounding Two Once Fined 
for Drinking. 


HIS RECORD IN FOUR YEARS 


Both Patrolman and His Victim, 
Luce, an Old Waiter, Are Re- 
ported in a Critical Condition. 


Both David A. Owens, a patrolman 

attached to the Marine Division, who 
; went on a drunken rampage in West 
| Fifty-fifth Street Sunday evening, and 
his victim, William J. Luce, an elderly 
waiter, who attempted to pacify Owens, 
were in a serious condition at Roose- 
velt Hospital last night. Physicians 
| could not say whether either would sur- 
vive their wounds, Policeman Green of 
the West Forty-seventh Street station, 
who shot Owens after the drunken po- 
|}liceman had wounded him in the right 
forearm, was reported in good shape. 

Owens is under arrest at the hospital, 
charged with felonious assault pending 
the outcome of Luce’s injuries. In the 
last four years six complaints have been 
made against him. No dates for his al- 
leged offenses were furnished at Police 
Headquarters, but his service record 
shows that he was fined five days for 
being intoxicated; that he assaulted a 
citizen, the charge being dismissed; that 
he was reprimanded for being absent 
from post; that he allowed. a prisoner 
to escape and kill himself in front of a 
moving train. This charge also was 
dismissed. He also was charged with 
failure to discover a burglary, but this 
was dismissed. The last complaint was 
for — absent from reserve, for which 
he was fined one day’s pay. 

Many of Luce’s friends and persons 
living in West Fifty-fifth Street be- 
tween Eighth and Ninth Avenues, where 
the shooting occurred, called at Roose- 
velt Hospital to ask about Luce’s con- 
dition yesterday and to express grati- 
tude to the old waiter for his fruitless 
effort to protect women and children 
in ‘the block from the policeman. Luce 
was shot while persuading Owens to give 
up his pistol. 


TOM O’ROURKE ACCUSED. 


Boxing Referee Says Athletic Com- 
mission Deputy Hit Him. 


Thomas F, O’Rourke, Deputy Commis- 
sioner of the New York State Athletic 
Commission, will appear ‘in the Adams 
Street Police Court, Brooklyn, this 
morning. to answer a warrant issued 
yesterday by Magistrate Jacob LHilperin 
in the Flatbush Police Court. It was 
issued on the complaint of James Ed- 
ward Forbes of 745 President Street, 
who charged O'Rourke with assault.

& watchcase had to be removed from 
the wall to accommodate all of him. 

This store, which is one of the freaks 
of Times Square, is the jewelry shop 
of Milton Lubin, on the west side of 
Seventh Avenue, five steps south of 
Forty-second Street. It is not only the 
smallest store in the world, but it pays 
the highest rent in the world in pro- 
portion to its space, 

Two workmen were able to get in it 
at once yesterday, but if one moved 
at all, the other had to step out into 
the doorway. Not only was the watch- 
case being removed but the walls were 
being scraped to save space, which is 
measured in this place of business by 
the cubic millimeter. 

The shop has a six-foot frontage on 
Seventh Avenue, but this is practically 
a false front. The interior is in the 
shape of a triangle. Deducting the 
Space for the window display, the in- 


side of the shop is a triangle five feet 
by three and a half. Lubin has one 
employe, H. Stetson, a slender young 
man, who stated that his title was 

general manager.’’ They keep dif- 
ferent hours, however, and only one is 
in the shop at a time. Neither can 





sit down. The man behind the counter 
and the customer in front. must both 
stand up when they do business in this 
shop. The counter is a mahogany 
apron on rollers. It has to be swung 
out if the man behind it turns around. 


Coats Hang on Ceiling. 


The mahogany S&pron has to be moved 
in order to enable the proprietor or the 
general manager to take’ off his coat. 


When either takes off his coat and hat, 
there is no ordinary place for it. The 
lights and fixtures take up all the room 
on the wall. The shop is normal in’ 
only one dimension and that is the 
height of the ceiling. There is some 
overhead space, and they have rigged 
up a coat form on a pulley. During 
the hot period this pulley is let down, 
the coats are hung on the form and the 
hats on hangers and then hoisted aloft. 
The place behind the counter has 
always fit too tightly, in spite of the 
spareness of the two men, and recently 
the watchcase has rubbed callouses on 
their shoulders, according to Stetson. 
The rent for ths place is $6,000 a 
year, which is alleged to be the heaviest 
rent in the world in proportion to floor 
In this little triangle, according 
to Stetson, $250,000 worth of business 
is done annually. It recently weath- 
ered a heavy setback when a previous 
‘“* general manager’’ who had been en- 
gaged largely on account of his micro- 
scopic physique was robbed of all the 
jewelry he could lift. More than $60,000 
worth of jewels disappeared on that 
occasion. e 

The jewels were then kept in a safety 
deposit vault and carried through the 
streets to and fro twice a day. But 
after that it was deemed necessary to 
keep them on the premises. There was 
no apparent room for them. Plans were 
discussed for hoisting them up to the 
ceiling where the free space was com- 
paratively vast. This was considered 
too dangerous, and a small safe was 
finally built in under the window dis- 
lay. 
Pirheré is only a bit of black glass be- 
tween the safe and the sidewalk. When 
a man stands in front of the place his 
hand is only a few inches from $60,000 
or $70,000 worth of jewels. There is a 
stout safe there, it is true, but this is 
not considered the chief burglar protec- 
tion, The facts that there are plenty 
of people around Times Square every 
hour of the twenty-four and that there 
is no room in the shop for a burglar to 
work in are considered the chief pro- 


tection.

Clerk Kept on a Diet. 


**It takes a special training to work 
in this place,’’ said Stetson. ‘‘ For in- 
stance, if you or a customer happens to 
drop a jewel I have to take the counter 
off to stoop and pick it up. You can’t 
even stoop in it as it Is. If the jewel 
rolls into a corner I have to move the 
counter to one side and coil up on the 
floor with my feet out in the doorway 
to pick it up. 

‘IT have to keep in constant train- 
ing to be slim enough to work here. 
It is very uncomfortable after a full 
meal. take constant exercise and 
diet carefully. 

“Mr. Lubin wished to employ H. T. 
Graves, who is considered the best 
jewelry salesman in New York, but it 
proved to be a physical impossibility, 
because Graves weighs 200 pounds. 

‘This shop does a business of $250,- 
000 a year, but it loses almost as much 
business again, because it is impossible 
for two customers to enter the premises 
at the same time.’ Mr. Lubin and I are 
never here together, 
tomer in the place. 
in here at the same time and a customer 
comes, one of us has to press himself 
close to the wall and squeeze out. If it 
is raining, the one that squeezes out 
has to go into the shirt shop next door 
or the Hotel Hermitage. 

‘“‘ Most of the purchasing from jewelry 
salesmen from Maiden Lane has to be 
done on the sidewalk. If I am dealing 
with a customer, Mr. Lubin always does 
his business with the salesman in one of 
the neighboring shops.” 

The shop handles nothing but dia- 
monds,. platinum and a few precious 
stones, very thim watches and almost 
invisible chains. Some of the diamonds 
are of gigantic size and as much out 
of place in the tiny mart as a sky- 
scraper on a small-scale Japanese land- 


scape. 
Cheap Jewelry Too Expensive. 


Cheaper jewelry could not be handled 
because it would ‘‘ eat its head off” in 
the matter of rent, the cost of warehous- 
ing it at the gigantic rent being more 
than the value of the jewels. Diamonds, 


emeralds nad plattnum are practically 
all that ll pay their way. 

When woman-~-with an escort comes 
to buy a jewel the most that her ‘' com- 
pany ’’ can do is to stand in the door- 
way and growl at the prices. Accord- 
ing to neighboring tradesmen, fat clients 
have tried unsuccessfully to wedge their 
way inside, but have been foiled by the 
slice-of-pie shape of the shop and have 
conducted their business on the mail- 
order plan. 

There used to be another element of 
smallness about the shop and that was 
a sign in the window which _ said 
‘Small payments.’”’ But this is all 
ver. 
evs We found it was too much trouble 
running after them,’’ said Stetson. 

The shop will be closed three days be- 
cause of the slowness of the painter and

A motorboat with 100 cases of whisky 
aboard was captured off Sandy Hook 
yesterday by the. sub-chaser Larsen of 
the prohibition patrol fleet.

FAIL TO DISCOVER MOTIVE 


Drexler Plans to Resume Business

An investigation was started yester- 
as, to discover whether the poisoner 
responsible for the death of six per- 
sons by putting arsenic in food at the 
Shelburne Restaurant was the same 
many who caused two deaths last Oc- 
tober by the use of arsenic in a Postal 
Restaurant at 654 Liberty Street. 

The Postal Restaurant has been closed 
sigce that time and it was difficult to 
trace the employes. 

The prisoner in that case was never 
discovered, and it is believed possible 
that some one with a murderous mania 
put poison in the food in both cases. 
In neither case has it been possible to 
discover evidence of a personal grudge 
or any other specific motive for the 
poisoning. That a person of the Jean 
Crones type, who delighted in murder 
for its own sake, committed both 
crimes: is one of the theorles on which 
the investigation is now proceeding. 

*““The poisoning at the Postal Restau- 
rant seems to have been an extraordi- 
{nary crime like this one.” said Harry 
H. Oshrin of 1,476 Broadway, lawyer 
for Samuel Drexler, proprietor of the 
Shelburne Restaurant. ‘‘ That crime put 


the Postal Restaurant out of business, 
and the perpetrator has never been 
traced, so that it is difficult to discover 
whether the same man might have com- 
mitted both crimes. It is barely pos- 
sible there is a poisoner abroad, some 
one with an insane craze for taking 
life.” 

Mr. Drexler intends to resume _busi- 
ness and will open the lunchroom in the 
same place as soon as a permit is grant- 
ed by the Health Department. 

“ We:hope to get the permit within a 
week,”’ said Mr. Oshrin, “‘ and the place 
| will be opened then. I think it has been 
made perfectly clear to the public that 
the proprietor of the restaurant has been 
no way in fault, that it was not a mat- 
ter of negligence, and that there is no 
danger of a repetition. 

‘* More than 100 of the old customers, 
including some who suffered from the 
poisoning, have assured him that they 
place no blame upon him and will con- 
tinue to patronize the restaurant.”’

Hinton’s Seaplane Due Here on First

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 1.—President 
Obregon this afternoon accepted in its 
entirety the agreement made by his Sec- | 
retary of the Treasury, Sefior de la/| 
Huerta, and Thomas W. Lamont, rep- | 
resenting the international committee of 
bankers. Sefior de la Huerta has issued 
a statement to that effect.. The next 
step will be the submission of the agree- 
ment to Congress when it meets in Sep- 
tember. The general official opinion is 
that Congress will ratify it without 
question. 

The action of the President in signing 
the agreement today was a surprise, as 
he had said that he would study it when 
on his vacation. But the Secretary’ con- 
vinced him in a conference on Sunday 
of the importance of immediate action. 


The Mexicdn debt agreement was 
‘signed.on June 16 in the offices of the 
Mexican. Finance Commission at 120 
Broadway after a long series of confe 

ences.. Sefior de la Huerta signed for 
the Mexican Government and.

The main. points of the settlement are 
as follows: Agreement that the out-

COLUMBUS, Ohio, Aug. 7 (Associated 
Press). — Whether Ohio's Republican 
voters in tomorrow’s State-wide primary 
will follow the trail blazed by Indiana, 
Pennsylvania and Iowa and nominate a 
progressive candidate over the organi- 
zation’s choice for Governor, whethér 
they will repudiate the State’s stand. on 
prohibition and nominate a light wince 
and beer candidate, and whether labor’s 
choice of candidates will prove to be 
popular, were the dominant subjects here 
on the eve of the balloting. 

With Congressman Charles L. Knight 


of Akron as their. standard bearer, the 
progressives hope to swing Ohio into the 
list of progressive States. Administra- 
tion forces have pinned their faith to the 
ability of Carmi A. Thompson of Cleve- 
land, former United States Treasurer, 
to lead them to victory. With Thomp- 
son, also, the drys, under the leadership 
of the Anti-Saloon League, hope to hold 
on in the ranks of absolute prohibi- 
on. 

The extreme wets are expected to 
throw their support to C. Homer 
Durand, Coshocton attorney, and a 
leader in former wet and dry fights, 
who is an out-and-out light wine and 
beer advocate. The more conservative 
wets, however, are expected to throw 
their support to Secretary of State 
Harvey C. Smith of Sandville, who has 
been classed as a wet by the Anti- 
Saloon League. Smith has contended 
that prohibition is not an issue and has 
advocated law enforcement. 

On the eve of the balloting there was 
filed with the Secretary of State a peti- 
tion calling for the submission of a light 
wine and beer amendment to the State 
Constitution to be voted upon at the No- 
vember election. A statement given out 
by Major F. W. Marcrolin, Secretary of 
the Ohio Division, Association Against 
the Prohibition Amendment, said that 
the petition contained 238,022 names. It 
was added that a particular feature of 
the petition was the large number of 
women signers. 

One feature of the campaign has been 
the endorsement of Thompson by the 
Hamilton County (Cincinnati) organ- 
ization. Hamilton County has been the 
bulwark of the wet forces in previous 
campaigns, and its endorsement of 
Thompson has served to bring out 
caustic remarks from other avowedly 
dry candidates. 

The Senatorial contest, in whi 
ator Atlee Pomerene and Cohgress- 
man 8S. D. Fess, former Chairman of 
the Republican National Congressional 
Committee, are admitted by political 
leaders to be the leading candidates, 
has been complicated by the endorse- 
ment of their opponents by labor organ- 
izations, particularly the Big Four Rail- 
way Brotherhoods.

—Pope Is Distressed. 


ROME, Aug. 7 (Assbciated Press).— 
Burnings and bloodshed continue in 
Italy. Drastic instructions have been 
issued to the military authorities from 
the Ministgy of the Interior to put 
down civil war at all costs and abso- 
lutely to prohibit demonstrations of all 
kinds. 

Martial law was extended tonight to 
the province of Brescia, where disor- 
ders are expected to break out. The 
Government is gratified at the results 
obtained in the other five provinces 
now under martial law. 

Senator Taddei, the new Minister of 
the Interior, who has had a varied ex- 
perience in handling disorders, has al- 
ready caused a great impression by his 
energetic stand in demanding the 
restoration of order. The Government, 
it is leartfed, feels that it-has succeeded 
in controlling the situation. 

The Government has prohibited the 
movement throughout Italy of all lor- 
ries, these being the chief means of 


transportation used by the Fascisti to 
organize their punitive expedition, 
being able in this manner to travel 
quickly and secretly. The order took ef- 
fect at midnight. 


Pope Distressed by Outbreaks. 


Pope Pius-has expressed his deep dis- 
tress at the increasing hatred between 
the opposing factions, ‘‘ which moves his 
children further away from the teaching 
of the Divine Master.’’ The only remedy 
he said, was a return to religion. The 
ordained clergy will be instructed to 
‘impress the faithful with the necessity 
to pray for the restoration of faith and 
piety, which alone can bring peace and 
love among men.”’ 

Destruction of railroad workers’ clubs 
and Socialist buildings has taken place 
in Bologna. In the sackings Fascisti 
invaders seized several Red flags, car- 
rying them as trophies of war through 
the principal streets. A ceremonious 
burning of the captured Socialist stand- 
ards took place in the public square. 
The Fascisti say that their action was 
provoked when a Fascisti workman was 
treacherously killed by some Socialist 
railroad workers. 


In the depredations several Socialist | 


co-operative stores went up in_ flames 
ignited by Fascisti torches, Firemen 
who were summoned were prevented 
from working by squadrons of Fascisti. 
When the buildings were aflame several 
bombs were heard to explode from the 


inside. : 
Fascisti staged a hostile demonstration 


before the Prefect’s palace against Pre- 
fect Mori, who has been accused by them 
of favoring the Socialists. The Fascisti 
have demanded his recall. ‘a 
A Fascisti Deputy was wounded on a 
train as he was returning from Bologna 
to Ancona at the head of several bands. 
A million lire damage was caused by 
the explosion of the arsenal at Spezia 
in connection with the civil strife. Fas- 
cisti wrecked the headquarters of the 
seamen at that place and burned down 
the Federation of Labor’s clubrooms. 
At Naples the Fascisti occupied the 
headquarters of the Federation of Sea- 
men and substituted a Fascisti seamen’s 
organization. 
he Fascisti official organ, Popolo 
D'Italia, in a statement tonight de- 
clares that the monks said to be killed 
by Fascisti at Ancona on Saturday were 
not monks but Communists disguised. 
The Socialist Party’s HExecutive Com- 
mittee has published a manifesto to the 
country pecteatng ~against reaction and 
adding: ‘‘ Socialism will not bend un- 
der e blows of reaction; Socialism 
cannot be destroyed.” 


28 Wounded in Genoa. 


GENOA, Aug. 7.—Twenty-eight have 
been wounded in the civil turmoil here 
in the lastetwenty-four hours. 

A band of 200 Fascisti, armed with 
axes and picks, forced an entrance into 
the office of the Socialist publication 


Lavoro and burned the building, which 
is now a total wreck. The authorities 
had taken extraordinary measures to 
prevent the Fascisti from approaching 
the newspaper building. By a strategic 
move, however, the Fascisti gained an 
entrance through the back door. 

A small number of them made an 
attack on the front door and the mili- 
tary authorities thought that this was 
thelr only effort. In the meantime a 
larger band attacked from the rear and 
succeeded in beating down the door. 
Thereupon they saturated the building 
with gasoline and ignited it. Linotype 
machines and printing presses were de- 
stroyed. 

Senator Nino Ronco, President of the 
Harbor Consortium, succeeded by prom- 
ising the Fascisti to fulfill their de- 
mands, in inducing them to evacuate 
the San Giorgio Palace. The Senator 
agreed to guarantee perfect freedom 
of work to all men, irrespective of their 
affiliations. Following the agreement 
the Fascisti published a manifesto an- 
mouncing the terms and proclaiming 
the banishment from the city of sev- 
eral railroad workers who had ham- 
pered the Fascisti during the recent 
railroad strike. 

The Fascisti later succeeded in occu- 
pying the headquarters of the Federa- 
tion of Labor. This had been ae 
suarded by the military authorities, but 
by dropping themselves by means of 
ropes from a hill overlooking the build- 
ing the Fascisti alighted on the roof and 
hoisted the national flag. The military 
authorities sought to evacuate them, but 
only succeeded in doing so by making 
a promise that the building would not 
be returned to its Socialist owners but 
to the Fascisti organization called the 
Italian Federation of Labor. 

The funeral of a Fascista, killed in the 
general disorders, took place today. The 
body lay in state in the morning and 
10,000 people passed before it. 

An important agreement was reached 
between Commander Rizzo, President 
of the Federation of Seamen, who dis- 
tinguished himself in the war by sink- 
ing an Austrian battleship almost single- 
handed in the Harbor of Pola, and the 
Fascisti. The agreement accords the 
Fascisti the right to proselytize freely 
among the seamen, whose organization 
had been controlled by Captain Giuletti, 
a former Deputy noted- for his Com- 
munist leanings.

BREAKS 7 YEARS OF PEACE. 


Police, Remembering the Old Days 
in Chinatown, Guard Every 
Corner of District.

The peace that has pervaded China- 
town for a number of years was shat: ’ 
tered last night with the sudden rattie 
and roar of automatics as two native - 
gunmen, firing at close range, dropped 
Ko Low, National President of the ~ 
Hip Sing Tong. Ko Low was mortally 
wounded and died early this morning- ~ 
One of two white girls who were his 
companions was shot in the foot. The- 
assassins made good their escape, first 
losing themselves in. the crowd of 
Chinamen who poured into the crooked 
streets, and then probably finding: 
asylum in one of the rambling rook- 
eries of the region. 

The outbreak was disquieting to the 
police of the lower city and all last 
night Mott, Doyers and Pell Streets’ 
bristled with patrolmen and detectives, 
bent upon squelching any effort to re- 
new such hostilities as once were wont 
to make the district a place of danger. 

Had the police been able to satisfy’ 
themselves that Ko Low was the victim 
of personal spite, that someone per- 
haps grudged him the companionship 
of the two girls with whom he just- 
had dined at the Chinese Delmonico’s, » 
the crime would not have worried them. 
Rather, they feared that after a long 
lull the Tong wars once so deadly had 
broken out afresh. 

It is more than seven years since Eng. 
Hing and Lee Dock of the Hip Sings 
were executed for a Tong fight in which 
four men were killed. They were the= 
first Chinamen to pay the extreme pen- 
alty for settling clan hatreds with pis- 
tols in the open streets. The effect was 
magical. The Hips and their allies, the 
Four Brothers, dwelt at peace with the 
On Leong Long_and even if the On 
Leongs did resent being outnumbered 
and out-influenced by the coalition, they 
made no overt act. 

New Animosities Possible, - 


The old Elizabeth Street Station, whose 
men once kept their: fingers closely on 
the pulse of Chinatown, has passed 
away, but some of its veterans now are 
attached to the Oak Street Station, which 
polices the district south of Chatham 
Square. Those men recalled, as they 
went scurrying toward the shooting, 
that about a year ago Tom Lee, China-~ 
town’s former Mayor, had died and that. 
the settlement at about the same time 
had lost Dr. Fong Foo Leung, who was 
nead of the Chinese Masons in this 
country. Those two ruled with strong 
hands and both were for peace. An- 
other who has so declined in influence 
that his old haunts seldom see him is 
Mock Duck, once leader of the Hip 
Sings. Moreover, Chinese in New York 
are not unmindful of political d@is- 
turbances in their own country; Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen has warm supporters and 
equally fervent enemies and altogether 
there was reason to fear that the vivid 
lesson dealt out in the Sing Sing death 
house might be losing its impressive- 
ness. 

Ko Low was with May Malsbenden 
and Kitty Ravenette, both of whom Ive 
at 203 West Eighty-fourth Street, when 
he dined in the-tocal Delmonico’s, came 
out and shambled toward his own home 
at the corner of Doyers and Pell. Walk- 
ing between hig companions, he got just 
in front of the*bulletin board tacked on 
the Pell Street wall of the structure, It 
was on that bulletin board that the 
Hips, the On Leongs and the Four 
Brothers used to hold necessary com- 
munication with each other in the days 
of bitterest strife. There even were 
times when he who wished to affix a 
notice there went to the Elizabeth Street 
station and got policemen to flank him 
while he did it. Even so, there was an 
eccasion many years ago when a Hip 
Sing in the very act of placarding a 
broadside, with a detective standing at 
either side of him, lost a hand by a 
well-directed Winchester bullet fired 
from a window across the street. 

Two Chinamen standing just under 
the board got into action as Ko Low 
came abreast of them. Each had an 
automatic. Together they sprayed bul- 
lets at the trio. The first shot got 
Ko Low in the right side of the back, 
ranging into his vitals. The man who 
fired it, so witnesses thought, dropped 
his gun, a German automatic, and ran, 


Girls Flee to His Rooms. 


The other kept on shooting. <A bullet 
struck the Malsbenden girl in the right 
foot. Her companion circled her with 
an arm and the two pushed their way 
through the crowd that gathered and 
struggled upstairs and into Ko Low’s 
rooms on the third floor of the place 
he owned. There Detectives O’Leary - 
and McKettrick found them, both very 
much inclined to deny acquaintance 
with Ko Low and eager to assure their 
questioners that they knew absolutely 
nothing about the _ shooting. The 
wounded girl was sent to Gouverneur 
Hospital with Ko Low in an ambulance. 

Despite the number of shots, it was 


found when. the first excitement had 
died away and policemen had shoul- 
dered a path through the chattering 
crowd, that no one else had been in- 
jured and not even a window had 
crashed. Habitually the Chinese, who 
invariably use automatics, fire with 
their eyes so closely squinted that their 
marksmanship is of gravest danger to 
bystanders, but for once wild bullets 
had done no damage. 

Investigating with the aid of inter- 
preters, the detectives found a number — 
of ‘‘ witnesses’’ who had arrived just 
in time to be positive there were two * 
gunmen and that one had fired once, 
dropped his pistol and fled, but no one 
who could give a_ description of the 
assailants, more definite than that they 
undoubtedly were ‘hinamen. 3 
were informed, however, that two other 
Chinamen were at the dinner party with 
Ko Low and the ge, and that 3 
of them left the table to go to a

Washington Leads Cities in 
Longevity Figures—Increase 
Shown From 1910 to 1920. 


NEW YORK NEAR AVERAGE 


Expectations In This City 61.52 
Years for White Males, 52.72 
for White Females.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—The longest 
lived people in the United. States aro 
the Kansans, according to an announce- 
ment authorized today by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. Every Kansas baby 
at birth may expect to live to be about 
60 years of age. The expectation of 
life at birth in Kansas {fs given as 59.73 
years for white males and 60.89 for 
white females. 

The span of life which may be ex- 
pected in Washington is greater than 
in any other of the fourteen large cities 
covered in the official announcement, 
which was based on abridged life tables 
goon to be issued by the Department of 
Commerce showing conditions in twenty- 
four States and fourteen large cities, 
also in the Territory of Hawaii, predi- 
cated upon an analysis of the 1920 Fed- 
eral census. The expectation given for 
white males in Washington is 53.83 
years, and for the white females, 59.3 
years, showing that the women stand 
the strain of Washington life consider- 
ably better than the men. 

New York City ranks ninth among the 
large cities in the length of life for its 
male inhabitants and eighth so far as 
the span of life of women is concerned. 
The expectation of life in that city is 
given in the official amnouncement as 
61.52 years for white males and 52.72 for 
white females. White males live longer 
in Washington, Los Angeles, St. Louis, 
Cleveland, Chicago, Philadelphia, De- 
troit and San Francisco, in the order 
named, than in New York City, accord- 
ing to the census computation, while 
the white women of Washington, Los 
Angeles, San Francisco, St.  Louls, 
Cleveland, Chicago and Philadelphia are 
longer lived than the women of New 
York. 

State Average Exceeds City’s. 


The average length of life in New 
York State is given as 52.74 years for 
white males and as 55.66 for white 
females. 

According to the official computation, 
therefore, a white baby boy in Kansas 
may expect to live 6.99 years longer 
than a white baby boy born in New 
York City, while the white girl babies 
of Kansas, each of whom has a life ex- 
pectation at birth of 60.89 years, may 
expect to live 8.17 years longer than 
their little white sisters in New York 
City. 

Wisconsin ranks next to Kansas as a 


State of long llyed people, being credited 
with a life expectation at birth of 58.77 
for white males and 60.70 for white fe- 
males. 

Census experts say that if a record as 
a standard of comparison be desired, it 
may be found in the figures for females 
in the County of West Sussex, England, 
whose expectation of life, the highest 
ever published officially by any coun- 
try, was 68.05 years in 1911-12. 

Among the cities named in the com- 
putation Pittsburgh comes at the foot 
of the list with 47.16 years as the ex- 
pop wey of life for white males and 

.42 for white females. 

For negro males in the large cities the 
expectation of life is 37.92 years, as com- 

ared with 51.55 for white males, a 

ifference of 13.63 years. 

As 51.55 is the number of years given 
as the average expectation of life for| 
white males in the large cities it is ap-| 
parent that the census figures indicate 
that the span of life in New York City 
among white males is. only 0.03 years 
below the average for the large cities.

Advance in Ten Years. 


For purposes of comparison and to in- 
dicate progress, a table was also issued 
covering the 1910 and 1920 censuses. This 
is restricted to the original registration 
States, which include the six New Eng- 
land States. and also New York, New 
Jersey, Indiana, Michigan and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, since figures for other 
States are not available as far back 
as 1910. Within this area the expecta- 
tion of life for white males has ad- 
vanced from 50.23 in 1910 to 53.98 in 
1920, an increase of 3.75, and for females 
it has advanced from 53.62 to 56.33, an 
increase of 2.71 years.

‘DEMPSEY MAY BOX 
IN SOUTH AMBRICA 


Tex Rickard Is Considering Pro- 
motion of Bout With Firpo, 
Argentine Heavyweight. 





. 


The situation with regard/to a world’s 
heavyweight championship bout, in 
which Jack Dempsey would defend his, 
title, remained unchanged yesterday, at 
least in so far as announcements by any 
of the parties involved are conqerned. 
Jack Kearns, manager of the heavy- 
weight titleholder, and his Eastern rep- 
resentative, Dan McKetrick, held a pro- 
tracted conference with Promoter Tex 
| Rickard and Matchmaker Frank B. 
Flournoy at Madison Square 
late in the afternoon. At the end of 
the session, however, it was announced 
that ‘“‘ there was nothing for publica- 
tion.”’ 

Pressed for information on what 
transpired at the meeting, Rickard said 
he had discussed a number of things 
with Kearns. The promoter mentioned 
the proposed bouts with Harry Wills, 
negro challenger for the title, and Jess 
Willard, former titleholder. - Rickard 
added that he has under consideration 
the promotion of a bout in South Amer- 
ica between Dempsey and Luis Firpo, 
Argentine heavyweight, who earned dis- 
tinction as a national hero in his na- 
tive land when on his visit here last 
Spring he knocked out several mediocre 
heavyweights. Rickard, however, de- 
clined to divulge details of this or any 
other match he had _ discussed with 
Kearns. The champion’s manager, too, 
was reticent. 

Kearns reiterated what he has said 
all along—that he is ready to sign for 
a bout in which Dempsey will defend 
his title just as soon as any promoter 
| submits a proposition which appeals to 
the champion. The matter of an op 
ponent, Kearns said, Is left to the pro- 
moter and the public. No one aspiring 
to the championship is excluded from 
the ranks of Dempsey’s prospective 
foes. Kearns plans to leave today for 
Chicago, where he expects to arrange 
with Promoter Floyd Fitzsimmons for a 
Dempsey-Bill Brennan bout in Michi- 
gan City, Ind., on Labor Day. 

“There is nothing new that I know 
of,’’ said Rickard when he emerged 
from the conference with Kearns. ‘‘ We 
talked over a lot of things, but that’s 
all we did—talk. Willard, Brennan, 
Wills and Firpo were discussed as op- 
ponents for Dempsey. I have been 
asked to promote a bout between Firpo 
and Dempsey in South America, and 
we talked over that proposition. But 
there was nothing of a definite nature 
accomplished. I don’t expect anything 
definite for a couple of days.’’ 

Kearns said he had been in telephonic 
communication with John M. O’Connor, 
President of the Republic A. C., who has 
applied for a license to conduct bouts 
at the Polo Grounds. Kearns said he 
had assured O’Connor of his readiness 
to arrange a bout between Dempsey and 
Wills just as soon as an attractive offer 
was made. Since O’Connor had not yet 
received his license, Kearns said he did 
not attempt to detail his demands for 
the champion. ‘*‘ When he gets a license 
it will be time enough to talk over 
terms for a Wills bout or any other 
match for the Polo Grounds,’’ said 
Kearns. 


TWO LOSE LICENSES. 


Athletic Commission Acts Against a 
’ Referee and Manager. 


The licenses of Eddie Forbes, a ref- 
eree, and Benjamin H. Benton, a man- 
ager of boxers, were revoked yesterday 
at the meeting of the State Athletic 
Commission. Secretary Burchell, in an- 
nouncing the revocation of Forbes’s li- 
cense, said the action was taken for 
alleged disorderly conduct. Benton lost 
his license, \Secretary Burchell said, for 
alleged violation of the commission’s 
rules. Following its action, the commis- 
sion sent notification to all clubs li- 
censed under the law. Under the rules 
of the commission anybody suffering the 
revocation of a license under the com- 
mission is barred from attendance at 
any licensed club and all licensed opera- 
tors are prohibited from conducting any 
business, either directly or indirectly, 
with the recipients of this drastic action, 

No action was taken on the ‘applica- 
tion for a license to conduct bouts at 
the Polo Grounds, submitted last week 
by John M. O‘Connor, President of the 
Republic A. C. Secretary Burchell an- 
nounced the application had not come 
before the meeting. He added, however, 
that this did not indicate that the li- 
cense would be refused. ‘‘ The applica- 
tion simply has not been returned to 
the commission as approved by the dif- 
ferent State departments whose approval 
is necessary in all such ¢ases before a 
a is issued,”’ said Secretary Bur- 
chell.

Powerful Right Uppercut to 
Chin Brings Quick Victory to 
Chicago Lightweight. 


10,000 AT THE VELODROME 


Confusion Prevails Among Specta- 
tors as Bell Rings Almost at 
Count of Ten. 


Charley White, Chicago’s leading con- 
tender for the lightweight championship, 
made short shift of Bobby Barrett of 
Philadelphia last night in their sched- 
uled 15-round bout before a crowd of 
10,000 at the New York Velodrome. A 
powerful righthand uppercut to, the chin 
was the finishing blow that knocked all 
the fight out of the Quaker City boxer. 
White's terrific uppercut, landed as Bar- 
ret came tearing in madly near the end | 
of the third round, sent the Philadel- 
phian flat on his face in the centre of 
the ring, where Barrett was counted out 
just three seconds before the end of the 
round. The knockout came in exactly 
in two minutes fifty-seven seconds of the | 
third round. 

Before the end Barrett gave White an | 
interesting session. The Philadelphian, 
a wild-swinging, heavy-hitting boxer 
who had no respect for the punching 
prowess of his rival, tore into White 
from the opening gong and forced the 
fight eagerly. In the first round Bar- 
ret brushed White’s jaw with a right 
which came dangerously close to the 


point. In the second session Barrett 
battered White in a furious assault 
which had the Chicagoan retreating to 
the ropes steafilty and bacaking out of 
range of the flailing arms of the flame- 
haired Philadelphia lad. 


Left Hook Halts Barrett. 


White caught his rival with a succes- 
sion of powerful left hooks to the jaw 
saarting the third round and the punches 
had the effect of halting Barrett's 


rushes temporarily. The Quaker City 
lad quickly recovered his equilibrium, 
however, and was on the attack in a} 
jiffy. White boxed cautiously, retreat- 
ing before the rushes of his rival, until 
the final half-minute, when he staged 
a rally. Barrett came tearing in, head 
down and flailing away with both arms. 
White stepped in with a crushing right 
uppercut to the chin and the bout was 
over. 

The finishing blow toppled Barrett in 
his tracks with shocking suddenness. 
White almost stepped on Barrett as he 
sought to turn aside after delivering 
the punch. Billy McPartland, who held 
the watch, tolled off ten seconds with- 
out Barrett regaining his feet. 

Almost simutaneously with the end of 
the count came the bell ending the round. 
For a time there was confusion. The 
crowd did not know whether Barrett} 
had been knocked out or saved by the} 
bell. At the ring of the bell Barrett 
jumped quickly to his feet and was} 
hustled to his corner. His seconds worked | 
industriously over him until interrupted | 
in their work by the announcement from 
the official timekeeper that their man 
had been knocked out. 

In his victory White earned 
bout against Benny Leonard 
lightweight championship,

to box the winner. White has $2,500 
posted as a challenge with the State 
Athletic Commission, and it needed only 
this decisive victory over Barrett to 
insure a title bout. 


White Upsets Ring Legend. 


White also upset a ring legend by his 
victory. He was thought to be strict- 
ly a one-handed fighter. His left hook, 
it was thought, was his chief stock in 
trade. The blow still is White’s best, 
but he also showed that he has a right 
which must command respect from box- 
ers who leave themselves open as did 
Barrett.

Not yet schooled in ring 
lore, he has natural fighting qualities 
which should bring him to the front 
ranks. He has little sense of direction 
to his punches, but he is game and 
aggressive and carries destruction in 
both hands if his punches land. 

This was demonstrated in the second 
round. Early in this session Barrett 
drew blood from a cut on the bridge of 
White’s nose with a stiff left jab fol- 
lowed by a left hook. The Philadel- 
phian repeatedly rushed White to the 
ropes under a shower of rights and 
lefts to the jaw. White rallied near 
bell and halted Barrett's assault 
with a few well-delivered left hooks. 
Barrett kept after White’s injured nose 
in the third and had the blood flowing 
from the wound in a stream. ‘The Phil- 
adelphian continued his rushing tactics 
and was piling up points until White 
stepped in with his sharp right upper- 
cut which ended hostilities. 

White weighed 135 pounds and Barrett 
137, the latter being one pound over the 
stipulated weight. 


Crowd Late In Arriving. 





The crowd was late arriving. By the 


time the second preliminary was con- 
cluded there not more than 10,000 
persons in the velodrome. Strange as it 
may seem the first seats to fill were 
in the reserved section.” There were 
plenty of unreserved seats when the 
main bout started. Evidently the heavy 
rain in th eearly afternoon with its hail- 
storm kept the crowd away. In other 
words, the weather man scored a “ K. 
O.’’ on the promoters. 

There was practically no betting on 
the outcome of the main bout. The 
odds quoted at the ringside were any- 
where from 3 to 4 to 1 with no Bar- 
rett money in sight. The odds on White 
scoring a knockout were 5 to 8, with 
very few takers. 

Charlie McKenna, former amateur 
light-heavyweight champion, made an 
auspicious début in the professional 
ranks in a six-round bout. McKenna 
won the decision over Tim Kelly of Callt- 
fornia in a special preliminary. The 
former amateur’s speed and cleverness 
earned the decision. He caught a tartar 
in Kelly, a boxer capable of standing 
vp under hard battering and coming in 
for more. McKenna's boxing ability, 
however, overcame the ruggedness and 
aggressiveness of the boxer from the 
Far West. 

In the first preliminary bout Jakie 
Greene of the Bronx and George Gor- 
man of England fought four rounds to 
a draw. Greene weighed 133 and Gor- 
man 180% pounds. 


Wolfe and Moore Draw. 


Jack Wolfe, Cleveland bantanweight, 
and Pal Moore of Memphis were the 
combatants in tne twelve-round semi- 
final battle. Wolfe weighed 120 pounds ls 
and enjoyed an advantage of five} 
pounds over Moore.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., Aug. 7.

In the fourta 
race, the Schuylerville Stakes for fillies 
two-year-olds at five and a half fur- 
longs, the MRancocas representative, 
Edict, won easily and added $3,400 to 
her owner's bank account. 

Mayor Hylan of New York, accom- 
panied by Irving O'Hara, his brother- 
in-law, arrived here about 4:30 this aft- 
ernoon by auto from the Lake George 
district. The Mayor, who expects to be 
here for a couple of days, fs at the 
United States Hotel. William Randolph 
Hearst, accompanied by Mrs. Hearst, 
registered at the same hotel this eve- 
ning, coming by train from New York 
City. Mayor Hylan is getting to be 
quite a racing enthusiast. He attended 
the races a number of times this season 
while the horses were at the Metropoli- 
tan tracks, and was accompanied once 
or twice by Mr. Hearst.

Nathaniel F. Ayer’s Two-Sticker 
Wins Vice Commodore's Cup 
—Alice Also Scores.

GLOUCESTER, Mass., Aug. 7.—The 
schooners and sloops of the New York 
Yacht Club which gomprise the racing 
section of the squadron making the an- 
nual cruise sailed a boiling race today 
from Provincetown to this port. It was 
a day of wet sheets and a flowing sea. 
The ocean path from the Cape Cod 
fishing port to the fishing port of Cape 
Ann, forty nautical miles away, bear- 
ng north by west seethed with foam. 
The wind, sixteen knots from the South- 
west, gave the skippers a broad reach 
and they carried on flying top sails and 
ballooners and with lee rails awash 
and drenched decks. The Gloucester 
fishermen are famous the world over 
for the way they crack on sail, and 
drive her. But for gameness and sea- 
manship the amateur mariners who 
came into port here today, with light 
sails and narrow beamed frail hulls, 
proved themselves sailors on a par with 
the best. 

The Vice Commodore’s Cups, offered 
this year by George Nichols, were the 
chief trophies of today’s battle, and 
both the schooner cup and the sloop 
cup were won on corrected time by the 
smaller craft in the two divisions. 

Nathaniel FF. Ayer’s’ two - sticker 
Queen Mab, sailed by Robert Emmons 
2d, captured the trophy for schooners. 
The thirty-foot sloop Alice, owned by 
Gherardi Davis, and sailed by Sherman 
Hoyt, was winner of the sloop trophy. 
The corrected times of the thirty-footers 
had not been figure@ by the Regatta 
Committee atgthe time the officials an- 
nounced the winners, as an exact com- 
putation was not necessary. Queen 
Mab was formerly Vagrant, and owned 
by Harold 8. Vanderbilt before he be- 
came Commodore. 

Cast-Off Turns Tables. 


The cast-off Vagrant today turned the 
tables on her namesake who succeeded 
her. The new Vagrant, however, rat-

Shows Increased Employment 
in Ten Basic Industries. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—Despite the 
coal and rail strikes,,there is a strong 
undercurrent thrqughout the country in 
the direction of ihdustrial recovery, the 
Department of Labor announced today 
in an analysis of business conditions 
for the month ended July 31. An opti- 
mistic conviction prevails, the statement 
added, that with the settlement- of the 
two major coritroversies the country 


will experience a rapid advance in 
industrial prosperity. 

Evidence to support this opinion, the 
department said, was found in decided 
increases of employment in ten of four- 
teen basic industries. The iron and 
steel industry in some sections suffered 
through inadequate fuel supply, it was 
said, though employment registered ma- 
terial increases. A more substantial in- 
crease was said to have been shown 
in other metals and metal products, hut 
the most encouraging incease was found 

the leather industry. Decreases of 
employment in liquor and © beverage 
plants and the tobacco industry were 
said to have been negligible. : 

The survey indicated that the railroad 
repair shops of the country recorded the 
heaviest decreases in labor employment. 
Employment in the textile industry con- 
tinued to improve, it was asserted, with 
Lawrence; Mass., and Providence, R. I., 
textile centres, in the van of cities 
showing increased employment, while 
Paterson, N. J.; Springfield, Fall River, 
Lowell and New SBeford, Mass., and 
Bridgeport, Conn., followed along satis- 
factorily. | 

In many sections of the country build- 
ing operations were said to be reflected 
m the employment increases in the lum- 
ber industry. The building boom con- 
tinued unabated, it was asserted, 

Forty-four cities out of sixty-five cov- 
ered by the industrial analysis reported 
employment increases for the month.

PROTEST HIGH SUGAR TARIFE| 


American Producers Renew Opposi- 
tion—Say Cuba Prevented Shortage 


The American producers of Cuban su- 
gar have again gone on record against 
a high tariff on sugar imports. They 
point out that recent developments in 
the ifdustry do not warrant protection 
for the domestic industry. When dis- 
cussion .on the tariff started, the pro- 
posal called for a rate of $1.60 a hun- 
dred pounds, which the association de- 
}clares would be equivalent to a tax of 
$162,009, 000 annually on the American 
consuming public. Furthermore, it de- 
clares that this rate was proposed when 
sugar prices were nfuch lower than at 


| present. Since the beginning of the 
year raw ‘sugar has virtually doubled 
in price. 

| The statement of the association, is- 
sued in connection with the current de- 
bate on the sugar schedule in the United 
States Senate, says in part: 





‘‘The United States depends on Cuba 
for at least one-half of its sugar re-

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


The Market and the Strike News. 


The action of the stock market in the 
late transactions yesterday indicated 
that Wall Street regdrds the latest plan 
of President Harding to settle the shop- 


men’s strike as.a practicable way out.

The President’s New Meve. 


President Harding’s new move to end 
the nation-wide railway strike through 


submission of the seniority question to 
the Railway Labor Board was not 
unanimously approved. In some quar- 
ters of the financial district it was held 
to ‘be a further embarrassment to the 
executives in their program of combat- | 
ting the strike and restoring the morale 
of the service. Railway officials were 
naturally reticent in discussing the new 
development at so early a stage.

SAYS REFINERS SELL 
GASOLINE AT A LOSS 


Welch Tells Senate Committee In- 
dustry Since Late in 1920 Has 
Operated at a Deficit. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—Opening its 
inguiry into gasoline prices the Senate 
Manufactures Committee was told to- 
day by R. L. Welch, Secretary and 
counsel of the American Patroleum In- 
stitute, that refiners in the United 
States as a whole had produced gaso- 
line and other petroleum products at a 
loss since ‘late in 1920. The recent de- 
clines in gasoline prices were attributed 
by the witness to reductions in crude 
oil values. 

‘“‘From the Fall of 1920,’ he said, 
‘the refiners of the United States, 
taken as a whole, produced gasoline and 
cther petroleum products at a loss. 

‘* The explanation lies in two facts: 

‘* First, to produce one barrel of gaso- 
line it is necessary for the oil industry 
tc produce about four barrels of crude 
and by-products. The principal by- 
product is fuel oil, which is sold at all 
seasons of the year at prices below even 
the cost of crude at the wells. 

‘*Second, the burden of cost must 
therefore be barne by the principal prod- 
uct—gasoline. But even as to this 
product more is produced during the 
Winter and early Spring months than is 
consumed,, and during this period the 
financial necessities and lack of storage 
facilities of many refiners compel them 
to sell below the cost of production. 

‘“The crude petroleum of the United 
States and Mexico is produced primarily 
to meet the demand for gasoline. 

‘‘The domestic production of crude oil 
in 1921 was 469,693,000 barrels, and 125,- 
000,000 barrels were imported from 
Mexico. Of the total of 594,639,000 bar: 
rels, 66,000,000 barrels went into stor- 
age, indicating that 528,639,000 barrels 
of crude were either refined or sold as 
fuel oil without refining. a 

‘The crude oil refined produced 125,- 
000,000 barrels of gasoline, leaving a 
balance of 405,000,000 barrels to be dis- 
posed of in the form of other petroleum 
products. 

‘*Consumption of gasoline fluctuates 
more than 100 per cent. between periods 
of maximum and minimum demand. On 
the other hand, refinery operations 
must be continued on a reasonably uni- 
form basis throughout the year. Other- 
| wise the refineries of the country would 
be 50 per cent. shut down during periods 
of lowest gasoline consumption and 
would be unable to meet the demand 
from current production during the sea- 
sons of high consumption. Gasoline 
| prices were rising in May and June of 
this year because of the increase in the 
‘demand in relation to the supply. ‘ 

“he amount of gasoline available in 
refinery. storage on May 31, 1922, for 
each of the 10,448,632 automobiles regis- 
tered on January 1, 1922, was 82 gal- 
lons, aS against an average of 87 gai- 
lons, as against an average of 87 gallons 
for each of the automobiles registered 
lon Jan. 1 of the years 1918 to 1921, in- 
lelusive. Recently gasoline prices have 
declined not becaus of a falling off in 
the demand, or anything in the gasoline 
stock situation itself, but because of a 
| decline in the prices of crude. 

‘Since November, 1921, the oil in- 
dustry has been producing and import- 
ling more oil than was consumed in this 
|country and exported. The excess of 
| production and imports over consump- 
tion and exports from November, 1921, 
May, 1922, was 70,302,678 barrels. 

The maintenance of the market in 
|crudes, said Mr. Welch, was due to an 
; apprehension that production in some of 
\the Mexican fields was due for a rapid 
1 decline. ‘‘ There was also the apprehen- 
sion,’’ Mr. Welch. added, “ whether the 
domestic production of oil would be at a 
|hizsh enough rate to meet the require- 
| ments of domestic consumption and ex- 
|ports if the Mexican crude production 
|fell off as was expected. However, the 
j; development of a series of important 
| pools in the mid-continent field and in 
| California has increased the current sup- 
| ply of crude to a point where in con- 
| nection with the crude oil stocks on

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HIGHWAYS ARE BIG 
NATIONAL PROBLEM 


Chief of Public Roads Bureau 
Advocates Broad Policy 
for the Future. 


SPENT $600,000,000 IN 1921. 


Favors Franchise Grantg for Trang 
portation Routes—-Permanent 
Roads a Fallacy. 


Highways, without which there can be 
no adequate highway transportation, are 
one of the most important problems fn 
the United States today, according to 
Thomas H. MacDonald, chief of. the 
Bureau of Public Roads at Washington. 
Despite the rapid advances which have 
been made in recent years, Mr. Mace 
Donald says that the question of high- 
way transportation is still in its in- 
fancy. He has made several addresses 
this season before boards of trade in- 
terested in the progress of good roads 
and in a recent statement, which sums 
up his views for future work. Mr, Mace 
Donald said: g 

‘*It makes no difference how sound 
a policy may be adopted by one ad- 
ministration, The work of providing a 
roadbed for the rolling stock ‘now in 
existence will extend over more than a 
decade into the future, and it.will lie 
with the public to determine whether 
the policies shall be carried out or 
whether there shall be a change with 
eyery change in the complexion of the 
administration. This is the most uncer- 
tain feature connected with the financ- 
ing of road improvements, particularly 
where it 1s desirable to issue bonds for 
a long period, If permanent policies can 


| be adopted and carried forward without 
| change over a period of years, the neces+ 
| Sary roads can be built without undue 
| burdens upon the public. But only. can 
this be done by foreseeing.now and ad- 
hering to safe and _ sound - financial 
policies. The objective, after all, is to 
furnish the cheapest possible highway 
transportation, which involves both the 
rolling stock and the road bed. But the 
public have undertaken to provide the 
road bed as a public responsibility, and 
‘there should be no misunderstanding 
of the huge sums which are involved 
in the undertaking." 

Mr. MacDonald is a firm bellever in 
the practical: principle that highways 
should be placed in the self-supporting | 
class. They are not a luxury, he points | 
; out, but one of the indispensable facili- 

ties to life in all phases of the na- 
|tion and of the individual. The high- 
|; Ways, he adds, are possessed of a real | 
|}earning capacity, and this must be rec- 
| ognized, collected and crejited to them. 
| ‘‘ The term ‘permanent roads’ is a| 
fallacy,’’ says Mr. MacDonald, ‘* which | 
is responsible for more or less of the un- | 
sound theory which has been advanced 
with reference to bond issues, There 
are certain of the essentials of road con- 
struction, such as the roadbed and 
drainage structures, that can be so built 
}that the deterioration is so slow that 
they may be properly termed ‘ perma- 
jnent.’ Road surfaces of whatever type 
Geteriorate. Maintenance should begin 
| as soon as the surface ‘is thrown open 
| to traffic, and the higher thre cost of the 
|}road, the more careful in detail should 
| be the maintenance. 
| “It has been accepted as a _ toa-be- 
| rigorously-observed tenet that highway 
| bonds shall be issued for a_ shorter 
| period than the life of the road. The 
| Cumberland Pike, the first and only 
|; great national highway of early days, 
| was thrown open to traffic about 1418, 
| Today, after a full century, that high-| 
; Way is still in existence, rehabilitated 
}and carrying an ever increasing traffic. 
| It is true that, due to the changes in 
|} overland transportation, there was a 
|long period when this highway fell into 
| disuse and disrepair, but today, with the 
| surfacing repaired and rebuilt, the same 
roadbed and most of the same waterway 
| Structures are continuing to carry the 
| traffic. The extension of this road from 
| Baltimore to Cumberland, originally a 
| State project, was resurfaced in recent 
years ut a very nominal eost. This 
| light surfacing was placed for hor.e- 
drawn vehicular traffic, but with con- 
tinued maintenance and necessary re- 
construction, it is now carrying heavy 
automotive traffic. Under the theory 
just. mentioned, for how long a period 
would the bonds, had the road been so 
built, have been proper? Apparently the 
road is in better condition today than 
ever before. 

“There is also the fallacy of the tm- 
position of detailed and arbitrary legal 
limitations upon. the character and | 
weight of the loads which shall use the} 
roads. Proper regulation within certain | 
reasonable legal limits of the use of: the 
}roads is an -administrative matter and 
should be so regarded. Even in a single 
| State conditions-vary to the extent that | 
|}oadings, which may be earried without | 
| deterioration on some road surfaces, will 
inflict untold damage upon others. Yet | 
} under the average regulatory law which 
|}has been thus far made effective, the! 
| utility of the best roadways is not! 
|} realized in full, nor the safety of the} 
| lesser capacity roadways assured. Re-' 
|} search in the field of the weight of 
|}loads that can be carried by different | 
|road surfaces is revealing very definite | 
|} information, ‘The influence of subsrade | 
| soils, of tire equipment, of the distribu- | 
| tion of the loads to the wheels, of the} 
speed and many other variables Is too | 
}complex to be written into law. 
|; * There are many other fallacies which | 
must be cleared away before we can hope} 
to reach sound conclusion as to the far- | 
|} reaching permanent highway policies | 
| which will justify themselves over a lang 
term of years. Our total expenditures 
for all highway purposes in the United 
States last year were upproximately 
$600,000,000. ‘This is the maximum’ ex- 
penditure for any year, but even this 
rate will not satisfy within any reason- 
able period the demand for improved 
roads. In the development of rail trans- 
portation the building of the roadbed 

















precedes the establishment of the rolling 
stock; In. the development of highway 
transportation the individuals composing 
the public have equipped-themselves with 
relling stock to the extent of more than 
10,000,000 motor vehicles, #o say nothing 
of the large numbers of horse-drawn 
vehicles in use, and the public as a 
whole hag charged itself with the task 
of providing the roadbed. 

‘“‘An examination of the’ progress in 
highway building over the last ten or 
twelve years indicates a very serious 
lag in the development’ of the roadbed 
in comparison to the increase in the 
rolling stock. This lag is so serious 
that there is an insistent demand on the 
part of the very large body. of ownérs 
that the providing of impreved readheds 
shall be hastened. This demand in turn 
is followed, and properly so, because of 
the very large expenditures required, by 
the equally insistent question of who 
shall pay. . There can be no question 
as to the service that highways: render 
to the owner of the motor vehicle pri- 
privately operated. In fact, the utility of 
the vehicle is to a large extent dependent 
upon the improved highway. There can 
be no question as to the service which 
is rendered by the highway to the op- 
erator of motor truck Nnes and motor 
bus lines, The granting of franchises 
should be followed by a real financial 
return. There can be no question that 


the improved higuway serves the real 
property in the rural! districts.” 

Mr. MacDonald makes a strong plea 
for the elimination of partisan politics 
in, the State highway program. 


With the exception of a very few |-T! 


States,"* he adds, ‘‘ the major highway 
development for the next decade, and 
probably longer, will be upon the so- 
called 7 per cent. system which is now 
being established under the requirements 
of the Federal Highway act of No- 
vember, 1921. Prior to this act, many 
of the States had established State sys- 
tems which will be largely, in many 
cases completely, absorbed in the 7 per 
cent. system. Thus, we have now on a 
national seale the inauguration of the 
first cardinal principle o 
way administration—the classification of 
the roads into selected systems. 

‘*On the 7 per cent. system Federal 
and State funds will be concentrated 
until completion. This elassification, 
recognizing with full credit the progress 


made by many of the States before the} ¢ 


Federal ‘enactment, is fundamental. 
Through its opcration the roads of great- 
est importance are first improved, and 
all work done is accumulative toward 
the completion of a system of inter- 
connected and correlated traffie lines as 
between the conmunitics within the 
States and between the States them- 
selves. As the highway systems are 


completed, the traffic will become more | 


and more organized and concentrated on 
the {rgproved roadways. If these sys- 
tems are not properly selected, they will 
eventually 
much of the investment jeopardized. 

‘“* The public should not be called upon 
to bear the entire cost. as an annual 
expense. Rather is it fair to distribute 
these costs over a period of years ex- 
tending beyond the time of the maxt- 
mum expenditures for new construction. 
It is not doubtful that succeeding 
erations will enjoy the use of the high- 
ways which are being built now, and 
there is nothing unfair or to be criti- 
cised in pursuing a financial policy 
which distributes a portion of the cos# 
beyond the immediate period,”’

HALF-CENT DECLINE 
IN COTTON PRICES 


Southern Hedging Holds All 
Months Under Pressure—Loss 
of 24 to 33 Points. 


\ 

Cotton lost another half cent yester- 
day under.a steadily increasing amount 
of Southern hedging. There is neither 
‘Speculative nor trade support sufficient 
te absorb contracts being sold against 
the growing crop. The season is now 
rapidly approaching heavy receipts and 
senfiment has undergone a change in 
many quarters the last few weeks. Not 
even dry weather in Texas and reported 
boll weevil damage created an active 
demand. Uncertainty over possible im- 
provement in labor conditions the next 
few days brought a 35-point recovery 
from extreme low figures, with final 
prices 24 to 33 points lower than Satur- 
day. 

With a holiday in Liverpool, it was 
left for New York and New Orleans to 
absorb contracts unaided by foreign as- 
sistance. This proved important since 
volume of hedging business increased 
|} materially. Nearly every house with 
Southern wire service had cotton for 
| sale. Pressure started at the opening 
when reports of scattered showers in 
Texas deprived the market of support. 
Though evidences of any important 
; change in drought conditions were lack- 
ling, this seemed to have little influence 
;on sentiment. <A _ position where the 
‘South is a persistent seller and the cot- 
| ton trade most indifferent buyers, is not 
j}one to create enthusiasm among specu- 
lators. As proved to be the case last 
week, the tone ruled heavy as every 
slight recovery met a renewed supply of 
contracts. After resisting pressure below 
21% cents on Friday and Saturday, 
prices broke through 21 cents and below 
| 20% before midday. Scale orders failed 
to exert any appreciable effect, though 
enough January, March and May were 
wanted on declines to cause decreased 
| premiums on near months. Hedge or- 
| ders seemed to be centred in near posi- 
| tions, undermining. the market and 
bringing lower and lower levels as the 
session progressed. While there were no 
open breaks, quotations receded point by 
point. 

Selling orders came from both Eastern 
jand Western sections of the belt. E nough 
;cotton has already been made to war- 
‘rant the sale of contracts at present 
\level. A certain portion of the growing 
crop must be sold and increased offer- 
ings come at a time *when domestic and 
foreign conditions outside the cotton in- 
dustry have inspired trade interests with 
decided caution. Buy4ng power, suffi- 
cient to look after a daily increasing 
supply of contracts, does not exist. Dur- 
ing May and June, mills became appre- 
hensive at a time when contracts were 
not to be had. Prices rose from below 
fal cents to over 23 cents a pound. Now 
mills seem disposed to await develop- 
iments. For several weeks speculators 
{have helped sustain the market. Imme- 
diately following the Government figures 
the decline that started discouraged op- 
erations of this nature and this despite 
a drought west of the river which has 
started deterioration. There were sever- 
jal slight rallies during the decline yes- 
iterday but October finally touched 20.60, 
a loss of half a cent and 235 points from 
| high levels of last week before the mar- 
“S steadied. 

When the details showed moisture had 

been confined to a few points in Texas, 
the only rains of importance being at 

Brownwood, 1.55 inches and at Spur, 1.18 
j inches, room traders started a reaction. 
; Southern business fell off and under di- 
minished weight of contracts profession- 
al operators succeeded in bringing about 
a recovery. Wall Street and Western 
commission houses took little interest in 
ithe course of prices. Reports of a pos- 
|sible settlement of railway troubles as 
result of the meeting in Washington, @d- 
vanced prices the last hour. Room tra- 
ders took most of the cotton, run ning 
December to 20.97,. a recovery of 3° 
points. Efforts to sell a few thousand 
bales the last few minutes broke the list 
10 points or more.

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DENIES COTTON DEALING. 


Governor Harding of Reserve Board 
Says He Has Never Speculated. 


WASHINGTON,’ Aug. 7.—Governor 
Harding of the Federal Reserve Board 
acdressed today a letter to Chairman 
McLean of the Senate Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee declaring he had never 
speculated jn cotton or taken any per- 
sonal inter¢st in the cotton market since 
becoming a inember of the. board. 

Although the letter mentionedé no 
names, it indicated that it was written 


in connection with the speech made Sat- 
urday in the Senate by Senator Heflin 
of Alabama, who expressed the belief, 
which he said was shared by “ lots of 
people,’’ that Governor Harding had 
speculated in cotton during what he de- 
scribed as the deflation period. 

‘Since IF have been a member of the 
Federal Reserve Board,” said Governor 
Harding’s letter, ‘‘I have never had 
the slightest personal .interest in any 
speculative transaction. In the Autumn 
of 1914, when the * buy-a-bale’ move- 
ment was under way, I bought one bale 


of cotton at 10 cents per pound, but 
with that exception I have had-no per- 
sonal interest, direct or indirect, in the 
cotton market. have never been 

‘short’ of cotton in my life and since 
I have been on the board, with the ex- 
ception, above stated, I have had no 
transaction, for cash or on a margin, 
in cotton or any other commodity, nor 
have I had any direct or indirect per- 
sonal interest in any purchases or sales 
of commodities or stocks upon any of 
the exchanges.”’ 


Approve American Sumatra Plan. 
The plan of the Directors of the /.meri- 
can Sumatra Tgbacco Company to sell 
52,900 shares of the common stock of 
the Consolidated Cigar Corporation was 


approved at a special meeting of stock- 
holders yesterday. The stock will be of- 
fered to Sumatra common and preferred 
stockholders at $36 a share in the ratio 
of 32 shares of Consolidated stock for 
each one hundred shares of Sumatra.

Sumatra Company, as_ stock- 
holder, the plan of the Consolidated 
Cigar Corporation to-offer 41,400 shares 
of common stock to shareholders at $25 
a share in the ratio of two shares for 
each five held. 


NORWAY REDUCES TAXES. 


Fifty Per Cent. Cut on Property 
Owned by Foreigners. 


According to official reports received 
from Norway yesterday, the Govern- 
ment has decided to reduce the taxes of 
foreign shareholders and _ foreigners 
owning property in Norway. The taxes 


have been reduced from 1 per cent. 


to % per cent. of the value of: the prop- 
erty. 

At the same time the Parllament 
(Storthing) has authorized the Depart- 
ment of the Treasury to,cancel collec- 
tion of ordinary Government taxes on 
property and income for the budget year 
1922-23 which have been previously de- 
manded from shareholders living abroad. 
The same decision has been made in 
regard .to foreigners’ extraordinary 
property taxes for the budget year 
1921-22. If they have been paid already 


the ambunts of these latter taxes will 
be refunded.

BOLT KILLS MAN IN 
CENTURY-OLD TREE 


Expert Working on Kean Estate 
Found After Storm Hang- 
ing by Rope. 


LIGHTNING HALTS FACTORIES 


Disabled Feed Wire Cripples Long 
Island City Power—Fright 
Causes Two Runaways. 


Lightning, accompanying a heavy rain- 
storm which struck parts of this city 
yesterday afternoon, did considerable 
damage in and around New York. At 
Elizabeth, N. J., Kern J. Holcomb, a 
tree expert working on the Kean estate, 
was killed when lightning struck a 100- 
year-old tree. After the storm Holcomb’s 
body was. found hanging in the tree, 
held by a rope. He was taken to the 
Elizabeth Hospital but pronounced dead. 
The tree was the largest on the estate 
of Hamilton F. Kean, Republican Na- 
tional Committeeman, brother of the late 
United States Senator John Kean. 

Several thousand men and women 
employed in factories in the vicinity 
of Queensboro Bridge Plaza in Long 
Island City were sent home early in 
the afternoon after a bolt of lightning 
struck a pole on Henry Street near 
Star Square, setting the pole on fire 
end putting a large feed wire out of 
commission. Power was turned off in 
the adjacent factories. Rain put out 
the fire on the pole without the help of 
the firemen. 

Two horses attached to a delivery 
team standing at Twenty-first Street 
and Fourth Avenue became frightened 
at the lightning and ran away. Patrol- 
man Herbert Faust of the East Twenty- 
second Street Station was dragged 150 
feet when he seized the horses. He re- 
ceived possible fractures of the right 
arm and two ribs and contusions of the 
body. He was attended by Dr. Fein- 
berg of Bellevue Hospital ang sent 
home. The horses were stopped by two 
citizens. 

A horse drawing a delivery wagon at 
Twenty-eighth Street and Madison Ave-| 
nue bolted and ran north on Madison 
Avenue, It crashed into an automobile 
driven by S. R. Lausaurge of 953 Eigh- | 


tieth Street, Bay Ridge, damaging the | 
automobile. Henry Miller, driver of the | 
Wagon, was slightly hurt. He was at-| 
tended by Dr. Cornell of New York| 
Hospital. | 
A twenty-six foot flagpole on the Bilt- 
more Hotel was shattered into four | 
pieces by a bolt during the height of 
the storm. The fragments fell to the| 
roof without causing any damage.
